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PWAs to Address Democratic Convention

On July 14 Bob Hattoy will 
make history, becoming the 
first openly gay man with 
AIDS to address the Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention 
and a prime-time television 
audience of millions. 

Hattoy is on leave from his 
post as the California regional 
director for the Sierra Club to 
work as a top environmental 


advisor to Arkansas Gov. Bill 
Clinton, the all-but-official 
Democratic presidential nom¬ 
inee. 

At a meeting with les- 
bian/gay/AIDS activists dur¬ 
ing the New York primary, 
Clinton promised that he 
would have a person with 
AIDS speak at the conven¬ 
tion. Names poured in to a 
core group of lesbian/gay 
Clinton advisors. But ulti¬ 


mately Clinton chose Hattoy 
because, as he told the Los 
Angeles Times, Clinton feels 
personally connected to Hat¬ 
toy and was shaken on hear¬ 
ing of Hattoy’s diagnosis. 

“Bob has been invaluable 
to me because when he first 
came aboard, he told me 
what was good about my 
record in Arkansas and what 
was bad, what needed to be 
changed,” Clinton said in a 


July 2 Times feature story on 
Hattoy. 

“He’s a really honest per¬ 
son. He’s got a lot of guts.” 

Since that article appeared, 
Hattoy has received hundreds 
of calls from well-wishers. 
Friends like actor Ted Dan- 
son, whom Hattoy knows 
from the environmental 
movement, and associates 
from the myriad causes in 
which Hattoy has been in¬ 


volved over the years have 
called to ask what they can 
do to help. 

Hattoy is excruciatingly 
aware that for his allotted 
four minutes on national tele¬ 
vision, he will represent not 
only “one of many faces of 
AIDS,” but that of the white 
gay male. 

“I’m probably going to fol¬ 
low Elizabeth Glazer (founder

Family Faces Harassment 

Neighbors Terrorize Lesbian Couple

When she moved into her 
lover’s San Anselmo home in 
1988, Donna Cairati thought 
she had found the perfect 
community in which to raise 
her 12-year-old son. 

But for the past three 
years, Cairati and her f 2 unily 
have faced ongoing harass¬ 


ment from homophobic 
neighbors. Although she has 
won two restraining orders 
against the attackers and is 
pursuing action under hate 
crimes laws, Cairati said she 
has found little help from the 
police or the courts. 

“I looked around for com¬ 
munities that would be ac¬ 
cepting of my lifestyle, where 


I could be involved in my 
son’s school without my 
lifestyle being an issue,” 
Cairati said. “I picked this 
area, which was a great 
choice until these guys moved 
in. It kind of shattered this 
idea of Marin County as be¬ 
ing accepting of all races, reli¬ 
gions and sexual orienta-

Without actually making 
commitments about a single 
lesbian and gay issue, the Per¬ 
ot for president campaign at¬ 
tempted to make amends 
with the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity and prove the candi¬ 
date is not homophobic 
through a meeting and a 
press conference July 6 and 7. 

Debra Olson, Perot’s liai¬ 
son to the lesbian and gay 
community, spoke with the 
press in San Francisco July 7 
to pledge Perot’s commitment 
to lesbian and gay issues. 
When pushed, Olson was un¬ 
able to cite any specific pro¬ 
gay st 2 uices or statements by 
her candidate, but explained 
that she just has a good feel¬ 
ing about him. 

“It’s my intuition that he 
really cares. It’s an energy, a 
feeling 2 uid I’m just going to 
go with it,” Olson said. “He 
has a vibration. He looks 
right at you and he has the 
most beautiful eyes. It’s about 
trust, really. We’ve all gotten 
too intellectual and analyticsd 
about everything.” 

Olson said that Perot was 
“shocked” when told the day 
before that in Texas and a 
majority of states around the 
country, sodomy is illegal and 
employment discrimination

against gays and lesbians is 
legal. But Olson added that 
Perot was unwilling to take a 
position on either issue. 

“He’s in the learning pro¬ 
cess and he admits it,” Olson 
said. 

“Realistically, we’re not go¬ 
ing to get specifics from Per¬ 
ot. He is not going to take po¬ 
sitions because they would be 
politically expedient,” added 
John Gooding, San Francis¬ 
co’s co-county coordinator of 
the Perot campaign. 

When pressed about the 
candidate’s comments on 
ABC’s “20/20” that he would

Senate Bill 982, which 
would have mandated life im¬ 
prisonment for the transmis¬ 
sion of HIV, died in the state 
Assembly’s Public Safety 
committee last week. 

The measure by conserva¬ 
tive Sen. Ed Davis, R-Ventu- 
ra, was bitterly attacked by 
AIDS experts around the 
state. 

“It wasn’t reasonable legis¬ 
lation and it wouldn’t have 
been a reasonable law,” said 
Joe Fera of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. “People 
with HIV infection do not 
pose risks to the general pub¬ 
lic and SB 982 was not in the 


best interests of people with 
HIV:’ Fera said. 

The measure’s intent was 
to criminalize the willful 
transmission of HIV in an at¬ 
tempt to harm an individual, 
according to Carol Stuart, leg¬ 
islative aide to Assemblyman 
John Burton who chairs the 
Public Safety Committee. 

But, Stuart said, the mea¬ 
sure actually criminalized the 
transmission of HIV whether 
or not condoms were used or 
whether or not individuals in¬ 
formed partners of their HIV 
status. 

“Using a condom is an 
open admission to risk al¬ 
ready. Why should two gay

Lesbian Activism Addressed 
At 'Acting Up, Acting Out' Confab

Eight lesbian activists with 
disparate backgrounds and 
perspectives came together 
last week to ruminate on the 
nature and future of lesbian 
activism. 

The June 23 mix of power 
ties and leather jackets, bu¬ 
reaucrats and street activists 
was called “Lesbians: Acting 
Up, Acting Out, and Active in 
the 1990s.” 

Though panelists Melinda 
Paras, Meibeck Chung, 
Catherine Cusic, Ann Keat¬ 
ing, Rebecca Hall, Laura 
Thomas, Carmen Vazquez 
and Roma Guy asked more 
questions than they answered, 
many in attendance felt the 
discussion served its purpose. 

“It’s rare that as lesbians 
we can sit down together and 
talk to each other about what 
the lesbian agenda is, where 
we want to be going, and 


what lesbian activism is,” said 
Eileen Hansen, moderator of 
the forum organized by the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club. 

Melinda Paras, deputy di¬ 
rector of Shanti Project and 
campaign director for No on 
K, opened the conversation 
with background trends on 
lesbian leadership. 

“As long as I’ve been ac¬ 
tive, lesbians have been in¬ 
volved in the leadership of 
progressive movements,” 
Paras said. “But most of the 
lesbians in the ’70s were not 
out. I believe we have now 
entered a phase of out, public 
lesbian leadership in every 
movement. To me that it is 
an enormous difference. I 
don’t think it is possible to re¬ 
verse and I think it has 
changed the political map of 
the United States.” 

She went on to address the 
enormous impact that AIDS 


has had on interactions be¬ 
tween lesbians and gay men. 

“Our working relations 
have brought a degree of 
proximity that’s incredibly 
practical and immediate,” 
Paras said. “The amount of 
loss and death in the gay 
men’s community and the 
loss of gay male leadership in 
burnout and depression 
means that, increasingly, les¬ 
bians are going to be in lead¬ 
ership positions, the veterans, 
taking on the collective man¬ 
tle for the lesbian and gay 
movement.” 

“We’d be a lot more effec¬ 
tive if we weren’t dealing 
with sexism with gay men, 
homophobia with straight 
women, 2Uid, for people of 
color activists, racism is a 
whole other level to deal 
with,” said Laura Thomas of 
ACT UP and AIDS Treat-

Youth Gang Attack Sends Man 
To Hospital for Surgery

A gay man who was sav¬ 
agely gay bashed in the Ten¬ 
derloin on July 7 will be hos¬ 
pitalized for at least a month 
due to his injuries. 

Bruce Peele, 32, suffered a 
shattered kneecap, a perforat¬ 
ed eardrum, and numerous 
bruises and contusions in the 
early morning incident. 

Peele, who was on his way 
home in the lower Nob Hill 
area, said the incident hap¬ 
pened near the Golden Gate 
Theater on Taylor Street. 

“There was a group of 
about 15 adolescent boys and 
g^rls. I heard a little fracas 
and the next thing I knew 
they were all on me,” Peele 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The attack lasted for more 
than half a minute, he said. 

“There was a sharp instru¬ 
ment, something that they 
kept crushing in my ear. I 


have a perforated eardrum,” 
he said. 

Peele said that he thinks 
the gang was just waiting for 
a victim when he happened 
to pass by. 

“They were armed with 
eggs euid smashed them all 
over my entire body,” he said. 

“This happened in full 
view of a number of cars. No 
one stopped. No one honked 
their horns. I guess they were 
either indifferent or afraid,” 
he said. 

As the beating continued 
and Peele tried to free him¬ 
self from the band which had 
surrounded and attacked him, 
he felt his knee being struck. 

“I can’t remember how 
they struck it. But I could see 
that half of it had popped out. 
I later found out that my 
kneecap was shattered and I’ll 
be undergoing surgery for 
that,” he said. 

With a shattered kneecap. 


Peele managed to crawl from 
the corner of Turk and Tay¬ 
lor to an adult bookstore 
halfway down the block. 

“They were still attacking 
me 2 is I crawled,” he said. “It 
seemed like the longest mile.” 

Police were called and an 
ambulance also arrived on the 
scene. 

The police response “was 
pretty quick,” Peele said, and 
the otticers who responded to 
the scene “were quite sensi¬ 
tive and handled it well.” 

“This kind of thing is real¬ 
ly shocking. There are always 
street toughs, but this kind of 
thing is just so shocking. It’s 
one thing to be called a faggot 
from across the street but this 
is so overt,” he said. 

The youths, who yelled 
anti-gay slurs and epithets as 
they beat Peele, fled the 
scene following the attack. T

Illegal Conduct' Dropped 
From Job Rights Bill

A disagreement has been 
resolved between state Sen. 
Milton Marks, D-San Francis¬ 
co, and Assemblyman Terry 
Friedman, D-West Holly¬ 
wood, over an amendment to 
AB 2601, a gay employment 
rights bill. 

Marks had been so con¬ 
cerned about the proposed 
amendment that he almost 
withdrew his co-sponsorship 
from the legislation. 

The bill forbids discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation in employment. The 
amendment was added to 
mollify concerns of Sen. Bill 
Lockyer, D-Alameda, that em¬ 
ployers would be forced to 
hire convicted pedophiles. 

Because the language of 
the employment bill does not 
specifically identify lesbians 
and gays but provides protec¬ 
tions only on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation, Lockyer’s 
amendment contained lan¬ 
guage allowing employers to 
discriminate on the basis of 
felony convictions for “illegal 
conduct.” 

“The senator had two con¬ 
cerns,” said Mike Bosia, chief

men be using condoms except 
for Safe sex practices to pre¬ 
vent the transmission of HIV 
infection?

of Marks’ San Francisco of¬ 
fice. “First, the original 
amendment let employers dis¬ 
criminate against a gay man 
or lesbian convicted under an¬ 
other state’s sodomy laws. 
And also, by accepting the 
amendment, its author al¬ 
lowed the homophobic sec¬ 
tion linking our lifestyles to 
pedophilia to continue.” 

The legislation, unlike AB 
101 or its predecessor AB 1, 
does not define sexual orien¬ 


tation. 

The amendment will be 
changed to protect people 
convicted of “illegal conduct” 
in other states. 

“It’s a technical amend¬ 
ment and the issue has been 
resolved,” said Rand Martin, 
aide to Friedman. 

AB 2601 goes before the 
Senate Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee on August 3. Follow¬ 
ing its passage out of commit¬ 
tee, the bill goes before the 
Senate floor. T

Settlement Suggested in Case 
Stemming From Oct. '89 Sweep

An expected settlement of¬ 
fer of $87,000 in a lawsuit 
stemming from the Oct. 6, 
1989 police confrontation with 
activists in the Castro is un¬ 
der fire. 

The proposal by the City 
Attorney’s Office to settle 
Bringardner vs. Cairns — a 
lawsuit filed by Brian Brin¬ 
gardner and 24 others who 
sued charging their civil rights 
were violated during the inci¬ 
dent — will be discussed in ex¬ 
ecutive session by the Police 
Commission on July 8. 

The case is scheduled for 
trail on Aug. 17 in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court. 

Plantiffs in the case in¬ 
clude activists who were as¬ 


saulted by officers during the 
incident, including Bryndis To¬ 
bin and J.D. Taylor who were 
struck by Capt. Richard 
Cairns. 

Cairns was later suspended 
for 45 days after the Police 
Commission found him guilty 
of misconduct charges in the 
incident. 

Tobin, accprding to attor¬ 
ney Rachel Lederman, was 
permanently injured in the in¬ 
cident. 

Other plaintiffs include 
Eric Wilcox and Andrew 
Russell, who were also as¬ 
saulted and whose complaint 
against officers was sustained 
by the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints. The Police Commis¬ 
sion is currently hearing 
charges against officers in 


that case. 

Three of the 25 plaintiffs, 
Mark Wang, William Kenklin 
and Peter Hopkins, have died 
of AIDS since the suit was 
filed in April 1990. 

The suit charges that the 
plaintiffs’ civil rights were vi¬ 
olated under the California 
Constitution and the Ralph 
Civil Rights Act, which for¬ 
bids discrimination on the ba¬ 
sis of sexual orientation. 

“It has been dragging out 
for years because of the city’s 
efforts to avoid turning over 
relevant evidence to us,’’ Led¬ 
erman said. 

Lederman cited a discov¬ 
ery motion to obtain police 
communication tapes of the

Mask Was Unnecessary and 
Insulting, Attorney Says

The City Attorney’s Office 
has been hit with charges of 
AIDSphobia following a con¬ 
troversial May incident in¬ 
volving the deposition of an 
AIDS activist. 

Mark Wang, who died ear¬ 
lier this month of AIDS, was 
a plaintiff in Bringardner vs. 
Cairns, a civil rights lawsuit. 

While Wang was in Ralph 
K. Davies hospital following 
surgery for lymphoma, an as¬ 
sistant city attorney insisted 
on wearing a surgical mask 
while interviewing him for 
the record. The attorney wore 
the mask because she is preg¬ 
nant. 

The action was “unneces¬ 
sary and insulting,’’ Wang’s 
attorney Rachel Lederman 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“The hospital personnel 
told her that Mark did not 
have tuberculosis. He did 
have CMV (cytomegalovirus) 
but she was told that the 
pregnant nurses on the floor 
didn’t wear masks. This is 
1992. It’s totally outrageous. 
You don’t get AIDS from 


breathing,” Lederman said. 

CMV is not airborne and it 
“doesn’t make a lot of sense” 
for someone to wear a mask 
to prevent exposure to the 
disease, whether they are 
pregnant or not, said Chip 
Chambers, M.D., chief of in¬ 
fectious disease at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital. 

The controversy took City 
Attorney Louise Renne by 
surprise. 

“I just heard about it this 
morning. I was told that the 
deputy was pregnant and that 
her physician said that if the 
patient had CMV or TB that 
she would have to wear a 
mask,” Renne said. 

No one else in the room, 
including the video camera op¬ 
erator, Lederman or the court 
reporter wore a mask. 

“It wasn’t a question of 
AIDS, it was a question of 
CMV and TB,” Renne said. 

Wang did have CMV, but 
that’s not surprising. Cham¬ 
bers said. 

“Everyone has CMV, it’s 
endemic. I’m HIV negative 
and I have it,” he said. “It’s 
very common.” 

Chambers did say that a 
mask “might make sense” if a 


patient had or was suspected 
of having tuberculosis, but he 
said that Wang would have 
been tested for it as “part of 
standard medical practice.” 

Lederman told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the Eissis- 
tant city attorney, whose 
name she declined to divulge, 
was assured that Wang, who 
shared a room with another 
patient, did not have TB.‘ 

“In the future, if there is 
any medical question at all, I 
do not want a pregnant 
deputy conducting the deposi¬ 
tion and have instructed my 
staff that the case must be re¬ 
assigned,” Renne said. 

Lederman said that the in¬ 
cident was just another exam¬ 
ple of the harassment the ac¬ 
tivists have experienced as 
they press their claims stem¬ 
ming from the October 1989 
Castro sweep. 

“It’s just so insulting,” she 
said.T 
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Living Sober 
Draws 3,500

An estimated 3,500 les¬ 
bians and gay men attended 
the 17th annual Living Sober 
Conference hosted by San 
Francisco gay and lesbian 
members of Alcoholics 
Anonymous July 2-5. 

The three-day conference 
included workshops, meet¬ 
ings, several dances, and other 
social and educational oppor¬ 
tunities. 

The gmnual event gives les¬ 
bian and gay recovering alco¬ 
holics an opportunity to deal 
with issues that are not ad¬ 
dressed in general AA confer¬ 
ences, according to Bob H., a 
co-founder of the conference. 

“We certainly stress the 12 
steps and the traditions of AA 
but there are a lot of other is¬ 
sues to deal with in recovery. 
Living Sober is a conference 
that helps address those is¬ 


sues,” he said. 

The conference included 
workshops dealing with the 
impact of HTV infection and 
AIDS on sobriety, intimacy 
and other topics of concern 
for lesbian and gay alcoholics. 
Special workshops also tar¬ 
geted women’s issues, men’s 
issues and gender identifica¬ 
tion issues. 

Bob H. said that a central 
theme of the Living Sober 
Conference is support for 
overcoming the isolation and 
despair that the gay and les- 
biem alcoholic can experience. 

“We need to have a place 
where we can look around 
and see that there are other 
people like us who can be 
sober,” he said. “It has its 
own kind of magic to see

San Mateo Co. Gets 
Sensitivity Training

Key employees of San Ma¬ 
teo County public service and 
private agencies are about to 
receive gay and lesbian sensi¬ 
tivity training, according to 
Rich Gordon, longtime gay 
activist and member of the 
Building Bridges committee 
of the United Way. 

The program is under the 
aegis of the Pacific Center for 
Human Growth and will be 
directed by Adam Behrman. 

Behrman, 28, with a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in counseling psy¬ 
chology from U.C. Santa Bar¬ 
bara and extensive experi¬ 
ence in group leadership, 
comes to the prograun from 
participation with Hospitality 
House, which deals with run¬ 
away youth, and Discovery, 
which sponsors retreats for 
gay men. 

With financing of $20,000 
for 18 months of activity, 
Behrmcm’s primary concern 
now is to recruit and train 
teams of volunteers to con¬ 
duct the three-hour program 
for the agencies involved. 
Each team would have one 
lesbian and one gay man. 

These teams would carry 
out a three-step training pro¬ 
cess. The first session would 
be devoted to awareness, the 
destruction of stereotypes and 
replacement by realistic mod¬ 
els. 


The second stage moves 
into attitudes and conduct to¬ 
ward gays and lesbians. A 
typical exercise is sentence 
completion. For instance, 
each participant is asked to 
finish a sentence such as “If I 
were required to room with a 
person I knew to be gay, I 
would...” 

The third stage is applica¬ 
tion to actual on-the-job situa¬ 
tions. 

Training will begin July 18. 
People interested in attending 
training can contact Pacific 
Center offices at (510) 559-8612 
in Berkeley or at (415) 349- 
1889 in San Mateo. 

The primary targets for 
this sensitivity training are so¬ 
cial service organizations. 
However, corporations and 
other private businesses are 
included in the program. 
Eight such organizations have 
already received the training 
and reported excellent results. 

Once employees have had 
the training, they return to 
their agencies, conduct a staff 
assessment by asking them¬ 
selves what they need for bet¬ 
ter service to gays and les¬ 
bians, then devise an action 
plan, which will be imple¬ 
mented according to their 
own particular situations. 

“I weuit gay people to expe¬ 
rience complete safety in ex¬ 
pressing who they really are,” 
Behrman said. ▼

Japanese Activists Seek Help

A group of 19 Japanese gay 
and lesbian activists girrived 
in San Francisco June 29 
seeking support for a lawsuit 
against the Tokyo municipal 
government. 

The suit, filed last year in 
Tokyo, cites city officials for 
prejudice in denying gays and 
lesbians access to youth facil¬ 
ities. A decision is expected 
next year. 

The group that filed the 
lawsuit is OCCUR, the Asso¬ 
ciation for the Lesbian and 
Gay Movement in Japan. 

Tokyo has refused to grant 
OCCUR access to a public 
youth center with overnight 
accommodations, according to 
spokespeople for Gay Asian 
Pacific Alliance, who hosted 
the group. 

OCCUR also participated 
in the Lesbian Euid Gay Pride 
Parade, gaining support and 


advice from leaders in the San 
Francisco community. 

School Board members 
Tom Ammiano and Dr. Le- 
land Yee met with the group 
2 uid pledged support on be¬ 
half of the San Francisco 
Board of Education. On June 
29, Yee and Ammiano signed 
a letter in support of OC- 
CUR’s case. The letter will be 
sent to the Tokyo Board of 
Education and the Tokyo Dis¬ 
trict Court. 

“For these JapEuiese ac¬ 
tivists, this is a big step out. 
They are making the first 
public, international effort to 
gather support for gay rights 
in Japan,” Ammiano said. 

Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg also spoke with OC¬ 
CUR members. 

Achtenberg said that she 
was “inspired by their 
courage and bravery to take 
this important step forward.” 

Achtenberg plans to seek 


support from other San Fran¬ 
cisco supervisors and to send 
a letter of support to Tokyo. 

Edwin M. Lee, director of 
the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission, also will 
write to Tokyo on OCCUR’s 
behalf. 

Wide media coverage of 
the lawsuit in Tokyo shows a 
homophobic slant in Japanese 
public culture, according to 
OCCUR. 

“The Christian church in 
Japan is apparently mounting 
a strong opposition,” Ammi¬ 
ano said. 

“The group’s name obvi¬ 
ously alludes to the fact that 
they are making things hap¬ 
pen,” Ammiano said. “The 
word is spreading to other 
countries that activism can 
mEike a difference. We’ll see 
changes in Tokyo, thanks to 
OCCUR.” ▼

Real Family Values 


Bush and Quayle and company keep preaching 
about the importance of “family values” and how 
they must be maintained in the face of threatening 
television sitcoms, people with irresponsible 
lifestyles and that vague new group, the “cultural 
elite.” 

Their righteous rantings are supposed to be 
about saving the bedrock of American culture and 
ensuring that children are raised in the right envi¬ 
ronment. But when the rhetoric is peeled away, it 
is clear that the worth our culture places on families 
is guarded for a narrow few. The all-important fam¬ 
ily in Bush and Quayle’s eyes is a specific — and 
decidedly straight — unit of people. Bush recently 
told the New York Times that he cannot accept 
families with same-sex parents as normal. 

The lack of genuine interest in real families is ev¬ 
ident in the case of San Anselmo residents Donna 
Cairati and Pam Thornton, two lesbians living to¬ 
gether who are raising Cairati’s 14-year-old son. For 
three years, the family has been terrorized by neigh¬ 
bors spewing homophobic violence. 

In the ongoing harassment, the neighbors have 
repeatedly shouted slurs at the women, smashed car 
windows, attacked their pets, and shot a pellet gun 
toward the women’s backyard while they ate dinner 
in it. On two occasions the men have intentionally 
swerved motor vehicles at them. The men also have 
threatened to kill the women. And it has all been 
going on for three years. 

Cairati and Thornton have pursued justice 
through the police to no avail. The local police have 
done little to stop the harassment and have reacted 
to the women’s complaints with hostility and gross 
insensitivity: “What’s going on? They’re just calling 
you names,” one officer told Cairati. 

The District Attorney’s Office of Marin County 
claims it doesn’t have enough evidence to prosecute 
the men under hate crimes law. After three years of 
ongoing attacks, after three years of abusive taunts, 
after three years of threats that have included 
“You’re gonna die, dykes,” this family is told there 
isn’t enough evidence to stop the assailants. 

If there isn’t enough evidence, somebody in San 
Anselmo isn’t doing their job. The San Anselmo Po¬ 
lice Department isn’t collecting the evidence it 
could. Cairati told the^ Bay Area Reporter that she 
has a beer can that one of the assailants threw at 
her house. When she asked police to take the can 
and dust it for finger prints, they refused. The Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s Office should put pressure on the 
police to make sure the terrorism ends. And it 
should aggressively pursue action against the men 
under hate crimes law. 

The reason that hasn’t happened already, of 
course, is because Cairati and Thornton and their 
boy don’t fit the narrow definition of America’s cel¬ 
ebrated “family.” Had the family under fire been a 
man and a woman and their child, the assailants 
would have been stopped long ago. But in this case, 
it’s two lesbians against four straight men. Officials 
who could do something about it are more con¬ 
cerned with maintaining the status quo than with 
seeing that justice is done. 

So much for hollow family values. Our families 
and our values just aren’t normal, according to the 
boys in the White House. 

Donna Cairati hopes that her son will see justice 
done in this case, but she fears that he will not. Les¬ 
bians and gays across the country hope for justice 
for our families and ourselves, but too often that 
hope seems drowned out by fear.

Gay Rodeo Takes Pride 
Beyond San Francisco 


The Golden State Gay Rodeo Associa¬ 
tion-Bay Area Chapter (GSGRA-BAC) has 
organized a “gay rodeo” for July 24-26. 
When GSGRA formed eight years ago, we 
took animal welfare concerns to heart. Or¬ 
ganizers of gay rodeo do have a sensitivity 
to animals. As an amateur organization not 
bound by Professional Rodeo Cowboy Asso¬ 
ciation rules, we have amended our events 
to prevent injuries to livestock. 

A veterinarian will be on-site throughout 
the event. Prior to competition each day, 
rodeo personnel will inspect the animals; we 
will direct the vet to immediately treat emy 
animal found to be in substandard health 
and that animals will not be in competition 
at any time during the event. 

The stock provider for the BAC rodeo 
had to prove his animals were well cared 
for. We required the submission of and did 
check references before we would sign a 
contract. From March to October, animals 
are rotated between rodeos and are rarely 
used more than three times a season. It 
would be ludicrous for this provider to sub¬ 
ject these animals to fear and overcrowding 
or to deny them the proper food, water and 
veterinary care considering this vested inter¬ 
est to protect this substantial investment. 

AIDS organizations designated as bene¬ 
ficiaries are indeed in desperate need of 
funding. Because of the plethora of misinfor¬ 
mation which abounds about gay rodeo, a 
number of these organizations considered 
rejecting these funds; however, after meet¬ 
ing with BAC representatives, these groups 
now welcome these funds and will solicit 
volunteers to help raise that amount. Gays 
and lesbians have been oppressed through¬ 



out history. Gays and lesbians have the right 
to participate in activities that are, by na¬ 
ture, open only to straights. Gay rodeo pro¬ 
vides gay pride events to people all through 
the nation. We are the only gay pride event 
in many mid-sized cities. We provide com¬ 
munication and camaraderie to rural les¬ 
bians and gays. We are lucky, we have a 
sense of community here. We should be sup¬ 
portive of events that also translate gay 
pride beyond the island of San Francisco.

Statement From NAMBLA 

NAMBLA’s contingent in this year’s Freedom Day 
Parade was greeted with applause and cheers, but 
more evidently, by a campaign of hate and defamation 
fomented by a few people. Marchers faced boos, taunts 
and occasional beer cans and eggs. In the face of a 
blind hatred, the dozen men and women in the con¬ 
tingent who braved the parade route showed courage 
and dignity. 

Now lesbian and gay people must address this out¬ 
burst of hate and its threat to free expression in our 
community and to our ability to speak the truth about 
our lives. 

The attack against NAMBLA was originally 
launched earlier this year by the straight media, 
specifically KRON-TV. They reported a package of 
falsehoods about NAMBLA that were exposed in the 
gay press, particularly by the B.A.R.’s Michael Botkin. 
KRON’s tactics were editorially condemned by the 
B.A.R. and the Sentinel, but nevertheless, KRON set 
the mood and framed the issues for the lesbian and 
gay community. NAMBLA has been well established 
in the San Francisco community, marching in every 
Freedom Day Parade since 1983, holding three na¬ 
tional membership conferences here in community 
spaces and for over 14 years conducting its affairs 
publicly and legally. But suddenly it could be cast as 
a sinister threat. 

The target here is not just NAMBLA. The hateful 
slogans replace and block the truth, and the interests 
and concerns that nearly all of us in the lesbian and 
gay community share. 

Along with the vast majority of lesbian and gay peo¬ 
ple, NAMBLA can agree upon these facts: (1) That the 
feelings and desires of young people need to be 
respected. (2) That most youngsters seek out and have 
sex well before their 18th birthday. (3) That children 
and adolescents have sexual feelings, sometimes 
directed toward older people. (4) That people fall along 
a continuum of sexual feelings with regard to age. 
Most adults, including most gay men, have some erotic 
feelings for persons younger than 18 years. (5) That 
adults can use their power to get their way at the ex¬ 
pense of the young, and that children and adolescents 
need personal empowerment, as well as protection 
from coercion and abuse. 

If anyone addressing these facts can be silenced by 
applying labels such as “child molester,” or accusa¬ 
tions of “promoting sex with children” or “hurting our 
image,” then all lesbians emd gay people will forfeit 
their ability to present our unique experience and 
necessary perspective on vital issues. If concern about 
“image” means these subjects cannot be openly dis¬ 
cussed, then we are placed on a slippery slope indeed. 

Nonetheless, the KRON smear echoed during the 
parade. Ignorance and intolerance must be resisted 
now if we are to retain the lesbian and gay movement’s 
ability to control its own agenda. We must resist the 
lowest common denominator of straight homophobia 
and those from our community who seek to appease 
it.

Don't Scapegoat NAMBLA 

I marched with NAMBLA in the parade. To be 
greeted by waves of unreasoning hate was an unplea¬ 
sant experience. It recalled for me the civil rights 
marches in the South, when blacks were faced with 
a sea of white faces filled with unreasoning hatred of 
black people. And I drew the parallel of the Nazis stir¬ 
ring up hatred of Jews as a scapegoat for all the social 
and economic problems of Germany. 

There are other parallels. Many historians believe 
it was Hitler’s effective use of that new mass medium 
— the radio that helped him gain power. Here, Greg 
Lyon brought his National Enquirer skills to televi¬ 
sion and effectively rode the current wave of child 
molestation hysteria to stir up hatred against a 
vulnerable minority of the gay movement. With his 
simpleminded slogan, “group that advocates sex with 
children,” he played upon the emotions of a people 
already angry and frustrated in their efforts to cope 
with the devastation of AIDS and the attacks from 
right-wing conservatives. 

I already knew that most people do not know what 
NAMBLA is or what NAMBLA really “advocates.” It 
became clear to me that most people lining the parade 
route did not want to know; they had found an object 
on which to focus their irrational hatred, a scapegoat 
for their anger and frustration. Never mind that 
NAMBLA does not “advocate” sex with children. 
That simpleminded slogan, pounded home often 


enough, had its predictable effect at the parade: a 
disgraceful display of mob hatred. 

Viewed historically, there are several processes go¬ 
ing on here. For one who can take a longer view, 
nothing resembles the current wave of child molesta¬ 
tion hysteria more than the masturbation insanity of 
the 19th century. Like the present day child abuse in¬ 
dustry, there was a masturbation industry in the 19th 
century. Book after book was written about the evils 
of masturbation, careers were made on the lecture cir¬ 
cuit, and devices (often more like instruments of tor¬ 
ture) were manufactured to prevent masturbation. 
Surgical intervention was tried and electricity applied 
to the genitals. Woe to anyone who said masturbation 
was harmless All of these have their equivalents to¬ 
day in the child abuse industry. 

A second process going on in the gay movement is 
that, as some gains are made, we forget our origins 
and the efforts that brought us to this point. We 
celebrate “Stonewall” and forget who the people were 
who fought that battle. We ignore the fact that a 
founder of NAMBLA was at one time president of 
New York’s Gay Activists Alliance, one of the most 
important gay groups in post-Stonewall New York. In¬ 
deed, boy-lovers were at the forefront of the gay move¬ 
ment from its very beginning in Germany at the turn 
of the century. For example, the first gay journal in 
the world, “Der Eigene,” was published in Berlin from 
1898 until the Nazi assumption of power in the 1930s. 
It was mainly supported by bisexuals and boy-lovers. 

As a gay historian, I am probably more aware of 
these things than most. But who cannot analyze the 
actions of a minority that finally gains a degree of 
recognition? At first united in its struggle, it now takes 
the easy road toward a further marginal increase in 
respectability by casting out its more vulnerable 
elements. That process, too, is going on with the 
predictable result of the fracturing of our movement. 
And the sad irony is that the tactic does not work 
anyway. There is nothing that delights our true 
enemies more than seeing us divided. They will not 
accept us whether we embrace or reject NAMBLA. 
I urge those with a good will to recall our origins, to 
be aware of the forces seeking to divide us, and not 
to make a scapegoat of NAMBLA. It is, after all, “a 
simple matter of justice.”

I wanted you to know how much I regret how many 
of you may not have fun or the chance to be yourselves 
until next year’s parade. I wanted you to realize how 
sorrowful and angry I am as I see the many obstacles 
we have placed in the way of your living fully and 
openly. I wanted you to know how much I ache when 
I realize how much agony there is in coming out in 
our society and in then being rejected by many for 
simply expressing fully who you are as a human be¬ 
ing. How hard it must be for you to know that many 
of us want you to be someone you are not, simply 
because it makes us feel more comfortable. And I felt 
empty as I knew deep down that I could never really 
share your pain and how unfair it is for me to be able 
to share your joys and yet be unable to feel your hurt 
as deeply as you do.

Offensive Greeting Cards 

I want to bring to your attention a disturbing inci¬ 
dent that occurred to me during Gay Pride Day. I 
believe it has value for all of us who are fighting for 
our rights. 

My girlfriend and I spent a great day at the parade 
and decided to hang out in the Castro afterward. We 
were still full of pride and encouragement from the 
wonderful speeches and entertainment and excited 
to see so may gay and lesbian people together. 

We were rather shocked when we saw some of the 
cards being sold in the male section of Headlines store. 
One had a photo of two women from behind wearing 
only G-strings and it read: “A woman will suck your 
cock for a drink, just make sure it’s hard.” There were 
several of this kind. 

Seeing these cards, besides being offended, I was 
surprised and confused. I believed I was in a pro¬ 
gressive store in the gay neighborhood and could not 
understand why such sexist material would be sold 
there. 

When I inquired, a woman behind the counter in¬ 
formed me that the store caters to all kinds of people, 
including straug^it men. When I asked why that should 
make a difference in the choice of materisd which puts 
down women, she said that if I didn’t like it, I didn’t 
have to shop there. 

Later that day, I called the store and talked to the 
assistant manager who happened to be the same 
woman. I asked her whether she finds such material 
insulting and she said, “Na It’s just a card.” I asked 
her if she would suck someone’s cock for a drink and 
she hung up on me. Obviously, she was insulted. 

I am disturbed by the store’s offensive material and 
the lack of concern regarding this issue on the part 
of the assistant manager. I am also offended by her 
response. I have patronized Headlines for years. 

Like other forms of media, cards are a powerful 
form of expression. They convey ideas and attitudes 
and shape our opinions and behavior. Such cards are 
sending a message that we women are sexually 
available to any man who buys us a drink. Cards that 
put down people via their sex, race, class or sexual 
orientation have no place anywhere. 

I am asking my gay brothers not to tolerate such 
material in their store as it denigrates us women and 
casts a shadow on the whole gay community. As we 
fight against homophobia, ignorance, bigotry and sex¬ 
ism, we should all support each other.

Democratic Convention 


T he National Democratic 
Party opens its conven¬ 
tion July 13 at Madison 
Square Garden in New 
York City, and the party 
nomination, thought not to be 
worth a hell of a lot a year ago, 
will go to Arkansas Gov. Bill 
Clinton, the last surviving 
member of what was once a 
six-person field. 

One of the only remaining 
points of excitement sur¬ 
rounding the convention is 
the selection by Clinton of his 
vice-presidential running 
mate and that may well be 
announced before Ann 
Richards, the convention 
chair, beuigs her gavel to open 
the confab that will last 
through July 16. The conven¬ 
tion committee issued a line¬ 
up this week that showcases 
almost every one of its defeat¬ 
ed would-be presidential can¬ 
didates, numerous potential 
vice presidential candidates 
and an endless line of nation¬ 
al party figures. 

Strangely enough, two of 
the already announced speak¬ 
ers, Jesse Jackson and Paul 
Tsongas, have yet to endorse 
Clinton, but are expected to 
do so sometime this week. 

Also, Mario Cuomo, one of 
the party’s best orators, is no¬ 
ticeably missing from the 
long list of party speakers 
(Democratic National Chair¬ 
man Ron Brown claimed the 
New York governor had been 
invited and refused, but Cuo¬ 
mo denies ever having been 
asked) and there are more 
than a few who feel that the 
Clinton camp and party boss 
Brown fear that any speech 
by the spellbinding Cuomo 
would overshadow that of 
Clinton cuid/or his eventual 
running mate. 

Although Democratic offi¬ 
cials were keeping mum on 
who would actually nominate 
Bill Clinton and his veep 
choice, the nominating and 
seconding speech for both 
will be held during prime 
time on July 15, the third 
night of the convention. Clin¬ 
ton and his vice presidential 
pick will, of course, make 
their acceptance speeches on 
July 15, the fourth and final 
night of the convention. 

Who will Bill Clinton tap 
as his veep running mate? 
The answer probably will be 
either Tennessee Sen. Al 
Gore, Nebraska Sen. Bob 
Kerry, Pennsylvania Sen. 
Harris Wofford or Indiana 
Rep. Lee Hamilton. It is prob¬ 
ably no coincidence that all 
four of these men have al¬ 
ready been asked to give 
short speeches the third night 
of the convention and have, of 
course, accepted.

I’m not necessarily a bet¬ 
ting man but I’ll go out on a 
limb and say that it will be ei¬ 
ther Gore of Tennessee or 
Hamilton of Indiana. 

Massachusetts’ Paul 
Tsongas, not necessarily a 
personal favorite of the Clin¬ 
ton camp, will speak July 15 
directly before the nominat¬ 
ing speeches for Clinton, and 
reports are that he has been 
asked (ordered?) to keep his 
remarl^ “brief.” Clinton cam¬ 
paign officials and those in 
charge of the convention are 
reportedly a bit nervous as to 
what the independent-minded 
Tsongas might say, and it is 
for a similar reason that as of 
today, the Clinton camp is un¬ 
able to determine what role, 
if any, former California Gov. 
Jerry Brown would have at 
the convention. 

Brown, to date, is still 
highly critical of Clinton and 
the 1992 party platform and, 
as one Clinton campai^ offi¬ 
cial was quoted July 5 in New 
York, “this is Bill Clinton’s 
party and Jerry plays by Clin¬ 
ton’s rules or he doesn’t play.” 

Jesse Jackson and foriner 
President Jimmy Carter will 
address the convention July 
14 while Massachusetts Sen. 
Ted Kennedy, following a 
film honoring the late Robert 
Kennedy, will address the 
convention July 15 before the 
nominating speeches. 

Opening night keynote 
speeches will be given by 
New Jersey Sen. Bill Bradley, 
Georgia Gov. Zell Miller and 
former Texas Rep. Barbara 
Jordein, followed by speeches 
by an array of other moderate 
Democrats with close ties to 
Bill Clinton. This Democratic 
Convention promises to be 
short on excitement but long 
on political rhetoric — per¬ 
haps dozens of speeches; ev¬ 
ery Democrat in need of tele¬ 


vision exposure will get their 
three or four minutes of na¬ 
tional time. 

One of the convention’s 
promised high spots comes 
July 14 when Clinton loyalist 
Bob Hattoy of Los Angeles, a 
longtime gay activist who was 
recently diagnosed with 
AIDS, gives a prime-time ad¬ 
dress to the Madison Square 
Garden crowd and a world 
television audience on the

growing AIDS epidemic. Hat- 
toy, a former environmental 
advisor to Bill Clinton’s cam¬ 
paign and a friend of the can¬ 
didate, was asked directly by 
Clinton to make the speech 
and will be the first openly 
gay person to address either 
major party’s convention dur¬ 
ing prime-time television. His 
friends whom I spoke with in 
San Francisco (Hattoy once 
lived here and was active in 
local Democratic/gay politics) 
tell me that he can be expect¬ 
ed to make a speech that will 
not soon be forgotten. 

“Bob is the perfect person 
to make such a speech; the 
guy is great,” said Cleve 
Jones, a San Francisco friend 
of Hattoy’s. 

A regional director of the 
Sierra Club for the past 10 
years, Hattoy look a leave of 
absence from his job in Jan¬ 
uary and has been working in 
the Clinton campaign until he 
learned he had been diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS lymphoma 
about the time of the Califor¬ 
nia prim 2 uy. 

Hattoy will share the podi¬ 
um with activist Elizabeth 
Glaser, wife of actor Paul 
Glaser and a PWA and moth¬ 
er who passed the HIV virus 
to her two children. Hattoy 
has been told he has four 
minutes to speak to the inter¬ 
national audience. 

“I’m nervous — not about 
making the speech, but ner¬ 
vous about saying something 
in four minutes about AIDS 
in America that will make a 
difference to somebody, 
somewhere,” Hattoy told re¬ 
porters.

publicized Out magazine 
came and went in a trail of 
glossy smoke, selling out 600 
copies at A Different Light in 
just over two weeks.

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Sailor's Televised Coming Out 
Challenges Military Policy

“I am, in fact, gay.” 

Those five words spoken 
by Keith Meinhold on ABC 
News May 19 catapulted 
Meinhold, a Bay Area sailor, 
into the nation^ spotlight. 

As the first active-duty ser¬ 
vice person to come out on 
television and challenge the 
military’s ban against gays 
and lesbieuis, he beceune big 
news. 

And, after a barrage of in¬ 
terviews and a whirlwind of 
media attention, Meinhold 
was discharged from the 
Navy on June 30 for his pub¬ 
lic cinnouncement, ending a 
12-year meritorious career. 

Meinhold talked this week 
with the Bay Area Reporter 
about the events leading up to 
his public disclosure and its 
aftermath. 

Although Meinhold traces 
his first connections 
with being gay to when he 
w£is five years old, he didn’t 
consciously know he was gay 
until a few years ago. 

“I came to terms with my 
sexuality just a couple of 
years back. I’d been suppress¬ 
ing it for many years. I real¬ 
ized that the military didn’t 
allow gays to serve, but ini¬ 
tially thought if I just keep 
quiet about it and do my job, 
nobody will bother me,” 
Meinhold recalls. 

“Then I started becoming 
aware through the media and 
through friends that the mili¬ 
tary aggressively pursues 
gays and lesbians in the ser¬ 
vice. I started looking into 
that and became disenchant¬ 
ed. As I became more com¬ 
fortable with my sexuality I 
started looking into actively 
countering the policy,” he re¬ 
members. 

Meinhold began asking 
around, and as he talked to 
more and more people, he 
was shocked with what he 
found. He recounted one sto¬ 
ry that made a particularly 
large impact on him. 

He met a person who was 
dragged into the investigative 
services office on accusations 
that he was gay. This person 
was gay, but he said nothing 
in his interrogation. The in¬ 
vestigative services officers 
threatened to go to his home¬ 
town in Alabama and ask all 
of his friends and family 
members about his alleged 
homosexuality. 

After a monthlong investi¬ 
gation, during which the indi¬ 
vidual was never allowed le¬ 
gal counsel, he was charged 
with two acts of sodomy and 
brought to trial. With accusa¬ 
tions by two sailors as the 
only evidence substantiating 
the charges, he was sentenced 
to three days of confinement 
with only bread and water 
and then was processed out 
for an other than honorable 
discharge. 

It was this kind of story 
that let Meinhold know he 
had to take action. 

He began by contacting 
the National Gay, Lesbian 
and Bisexual Veterans Associ¬ 
ation, the International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Human Rights 
Commission, and the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund to 
find out how he could help. 
HRCF quickly asked Mein¬ 
hold if he would be willing to 
come out publicly and he 
agreed.

“I had anticipated that 
question somewhere along 
the line, but I had a very im¬ 
portant requirement. I was 
not going to sacrifice a 12- 
year career without making 
the largest possible impact on 
the policy,” Meinhold said. 

HRCF 2 Uid Meinhold wait¬ 
ed four months to spring the 
news, until a series of events, 
including the widely publi¬ 
cized Navy witch hunts in 
Japan and U.S. Rep. Patricia 
Schroeder’s introduction of 
HR 5208, which prohibits dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation in the mil¬ 
itary, had focused national at¬ 
tention on the military’s bias. 

During those four months, 
Meinhold founded the Bay 
Area Military Freedom Pro¬ 
ject, a local legal services and 
counseling organization for 
lesbian and gay service peo¬ 
ple and veterans. He founded 
the organization under an 
alias: Keith Green. 

“I thought the Pentagon 
might have inside connec¬ 
tions. I don’t trust Big Broth¬ 
er,” Meinhold explains. “As 
soon as I decided to do the 
ABC piece, I used my real 
name. The alias was to keep 
me from spoiling my plans.” 

And one-half hour before 
the taped announcement 
aired on the Eaist Coast, Mein¬ 
hold gave a warning. 

“I walked into my com¬ 
manding officer’s office and 
told him I’d be going on the 
air on national television, but 
that I couldn’t tell him the 
contents of what I was going 
to say,” Meinhold remembers. 
“He guessed what it was. He 
pretty well knew I was gay, 
but he had never had hard ev¬ 
idence to prove it.” 

In the ensuing discharge 
hearing, the prosecution took 
only six minutes to present its 
case, during which they 
showed the four-second video 
of Meinhold’s pronouncement 
on ABC and acknowledged 
that he is the best in his field. 


Despite a day and a half of 
testimony on Meinhold’s be¬ 
half, the case Wcis open and 
shut. 

“We knew going in that 
we weren’t going to win the 
case. We lost this battle, but 
we actually won. My under¬ 
standing is that the three 
members of the review board 
changed their opinions about 
the policy,” he says. 

The process of leaving the 
military has not been an easy 
one for Meinhold. 

“It was really difficult be¬ 
cause I knew I could continue 
on for another seven and a 
half years and retire with a 
pension. I also knew that re¬ 
gardless of suspicions, they 
had no evidence and wouldn’t 
do anything until they did. I 
even had considered absti¬ 
nence as a viable alternative, 
but I don’t think I could have 
stuck it out for eight years. 
That would not have been 
healthy,” he says. 

“I weighed the loss of my 
expertise to the military 
(Meinhold is considered to be 
the most knowledgeable per¬ 
son in the Navy in the field of 
anti-submarine warfare) 
against the possibility of my 
being able to change the pol¬ 
icy for good and determined 
that the short-term loss of my 
experience didn’t compare to 
the long-term benefits of al¬ 
lowing gays and lesbians to 
serve.” 

And even though he’s sac¬ 
rificed a lot to take his stand, 
Meinhold doesn’t think he 
had much of a choice. 

“Although I’m just the av¬ 
erage sailor, I’m not extra-spe¬ 
cial or anything, I knew my 
military record was meritori¬ 
ous and that I was already out 
to my parents and had their 
support and out to my friends 
and had their support,” Mein¬ 
hold explains. “There are a 
lot of good people in the mil¬ 
itary, but they’re not in a po¬ 
sition to do the job. I had the

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Domestic Violence Silently 
Threatens Lesbian Community

Domestic violence might 
just be the single biggest se¬ 
cret in the lesbian communi- 

ty. 

According to the Anti-Vio¬ 
lence Task Force of New 
York, domestic violence oc¬ 
curs in one in four lesbian 
and gay relationships. But 
San Francisco activists say 
that very few of us are able 
or willing to recognize and 
speak out about the violence 
that surrounds us. That vio¬ 
lence can include physical 
abuse, psychological abuse, 
emotional abuse, sexual abuse 
or destruction of property. 

“Within the lesbian and 
gay community there’s a 
small segment who have 
awareness about these issues, 
but overall in the various les¬ 
bian communities there’s a lot 
of silence. And what we hear 
through word of mouth — 
when a woman tries to bring 
it up to her social group — is 
that it’s very hard for social 
groups to hear about it. I 
think they don’t know what 
to do, who to believe,’’ says 
Vincenza Baldino, the direc¬ 
tor of the lesbian domestic vi¬ 
olence program at Women 
Organized to Make Abuse 
Nonexistent, Inc. 

According to Baldino, 
WOMAN, Inc. has been try¬ 
ing to provide a safe place for 
battered lesbian and bisexual 
women to go for counseling 


and legal services since 1984. 
Though WOMAN, Inc. serves 
more than 350 lesbian and bi¬ 
sexual women in San Francis¬ 
co each year, that number 
only includes the self-identi¬ 
fied lesbian and bisexual sur¬ 
vivors of abuse who were 
able to seek help. Baldino be¬ 
lieves it’s just the tip of the 
iceberg. 

The agency, which helps a 
broad spectrum of women 
survivors of abuse, requires 
all of its volunteers to take a 
three-hour training about les¬ 
bian domestic violence and 
homophobia. Baldino says 
that an important part of the 
training is to force volunteers 
to address their own biases 
about lesbianism and bisexu¬ 
ality, so that they can better 
serve their lesbian and bisex¬ 
ual clients. 

Though they feel they are 
now able to provide a wel¬ 
coming and safe environment 
for lesbian and bisexual sur¬ 
vivors of abuse, workers at 
WOMAN, Inc. are frustrated 
by the barriers to a compli¬ 
mentary objective: creating 
awareness about lesbian do¬ 
mestic violence inside and 
outside the lesbian and gay 
community. 

Wenny Kusuma, the agen¬ 
cy’s director, says that two 
factors, the lack of recognition 
of the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity in mainstream Amer¬ 
ica and the difficulty of break¬ 
ing ranks witlTin the lesbian 
community, render lesbian 



domestic violence scarcely 
visible. 

“It’s difficult for us to see 
ourselves as victims. It’s hard 
enough to recognize that 
we’re victimized as gay peo¬ 
ple and it’s even harder to 
break the unity we’ve built 
among ourselves,’’ Kusuma 
explains. “It’s so much easier 
to talk about domestic vio¬ 
lence as a ‘them’ issue. Nam¬ 
ing it within ourselves is very 
hard.” 

The loyalty and unity with¬ 
in lesbian subgroups means 
that believing a friend who 
says she’s being battered 
might also entail viewing an¬ 
other friend, her partner, as 
an abuser, an act which may 
feel like betrayal. 

“We need to develop ways 
to understand lesbian batter¬ 
ing better. Right now we’re 
using heterosexual models 
that don’t fit,” Kusuma said. 
“In lesbian battering, people 
are more apt to give the bat¬ 
terer the benefit of the doubt, 
they are more confused about 
the cycles of violence — who’s 
the batterer and who’s being 
battered.” 

Even though the structure 
of lesbian communities and 
friendships create special ob¬ 
stacles to the recognition of 
lesbian battering, Kusuma 
and Baldino believe that if 
people learn more about the 
problem, they may take it 
more seriously when it hap¬ 
pens to someone they know. 

“We know how difficult 
this is to face within our com¬ 
munities, how hard it is to 
say that we are hurting each 
other. But if we can say that, 
we can help stop those who 
are battering and help those 
who are victims. I hope and 
believe we can do that,” 
Baldino says. “You can’t act 
like this isn’t happening. It’s 
happening. Let’s face it.” 

WOMAN, Inc. is seeking 
graduate students to be clini¬ 
cal interns for its lesbian do¬ 
mestic violence program. 
Women of color are especial¬ 
ly encouraged to apply. The 
offices of WOMAN, Inc. can 
be reached at 864-4777.

Project Angel Food Fundraiser 
Features Tomlin, Kellerman

Actresses Lily Tomlin and 
Sally Kellerman helped raise 
more than $30,000 for Project 
Angel Food, the Los Angeles- 
based hot meal delivery pro¬ 
gram for people with AIDS 
and other catastrophic illness¬ 
es. 

Tomlin and Kellerman 
(“Hot Lips” in “M*A*S*H”) 
performed at the Hollywood 
Hills home of Dr. Peter 
Kraus before a July 4 gather¬ 
ing of about 100 people that 
included volunteers, people 
with AIDS, AIDS experts, 
lesbian and gay community 
leaders and celebrities such 
Beverly DAngelo and author 
Patti Davis. Kraus under¬ 
wrote the entire event. 

Since its inception five 
years ago. Project Angel Food 
has held a special place in the 
hearts of people who want to 
help people with AIDS. The 
program — one of several pro¬ 


vided by its umbrella organi¬ 
zation, Los Angeles Center 
for Living — has had celebri¬ 
ties like Bette Midler and reg¬ 
ular folks like Mark Forten- 
sky (Elizabeth Taylor’s hus¬ 
band) help prepare and deliv¬ 
er the free hot meals. 

The July 4 benefit 
also celebrated the high mark 
of having delivered 100,000 
meals. 

“It’s not so much the meal 
that matters but the compan¬ 
ionship and knowing that 
someone is coming to see 
them,” says new Center for 
Living Executive Director 
William Wells. 

Tomlin received a rousing 
ovation when introduced by 
Center for Living President 
David Kessler. She launched 
into a hilarious stand-up rou¬ 
tine about politics in this elec¬ 
tion season: “Too bad Quayle 
can’t spell resign,” she said. 

Among her worries about 
a future under Ross Perot: 


“Would it be regular fascism, 
neo-fascism, or fascism-lite?” 
She also worries that, because 
of overcrowding, “loneliness 
will become a peak experi¬ 
ence. ... No matter how cyni¬ 
cal you become, it’s never 
enough to keep up.” 

After her stand-up routine, 
Tomlin bowed to audience 
encouragement to perform 
her “Miss Sweeney” skit 
about an elementary school¬ 
girl who falls in love with her 
beautiful teacher who wears 
tight, monogrammed cash- 
mere sweaters. 

Kellerman mixed off-hand¬ 
ed, campy asides with a set of 
well-produced and splendidly 
rendered torch songs such as 
“Fever” and “Cry Me a River.” 

Kessler said he appreciat¬ 
ed the help of everyone who 
understood the “idea of giving 
in the time of breakdown.” ▼

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Organizers Ready for 
River's Cup Canoe Race

Guerneville is gearing up 
for the sixth annual River’s 
Cup Canoe Race and Regatta 
to be held July 26. The event 
is one of the biggest of the 
year for the community, and 
its purpose is to raise money 
for AIDS relief organizations 
in Sonoma County. 

This year’s five-mile River’s 
Cup Canoe Race will begin at 
Mirabel Resort at 9:30 a.m. 
and end at Midway Beach in 
Guerneville. A more challeng¬ 
ing 12-mile canoe race will be¬ 
gin in Healdsburg at 7:30 
a.m. and end at Midway 
Beach, where there will be a 
finish line party for all en¬ 
trants and anyone else who 
would like to attend the fes¬ 
tivities. 

At the beach party there 
will be food vendors and craft 
booths — which are new to 
the event this year — that will 
provide a wide array of activ¬ 
ities and create more of a fes¬ 
tival-like atmosphere. Later, 
an awards ceremony will be 
held for the winners of the ca¬ 
noe races. 

There will also be enter¬ 
tainment provided by some 
big-name artists such as 
Sharon McNight, Torch, I 
World, and Natur^ Posse. 

Later in the afternoon, the 
“anything that floats” regatta 
will be held, in which en¬ 
trants will p 2 u-ade their clever¬ 
ly decorated canoes down the 
river. This event is judged on 
originality and creativity and, 
perhaps, a little poise. 

The four organizations that 
will benefit from the race and 
regatta this year will be Face 
to Face, a local group that 
provides emotion^, informa¬ 
tional and practical assistance 
for people with AIDS; Food 
for Thought, another local or¬ 
ganization that helps people 
manage HIV disease through 
good nutrition; Starcross 
Monastery, which cares for 
babies and children with 
AIDS; and the Home Hospice 
of Sonoma County, which 
provides in-home nursing and 
respite care for the acutely ill 
and their families. 

Last year’s canoe race and 
regatta was attended by 1,000 
people and raised about 
$17,000 for AIDS charities. 
Organizer Karen Devan said 
she conservatively figures on 
about 1,500-2,000 people at¬ 
tending this year’s race. One 
reason Devan figures for the 
increase in attendance is the 
fact that prices are lower this 
year. 

“We’ve lowered all prices 
to make it economically feasi¬ 



ble for younger people to en¬ 
ter,” Devcui said. 

The River’s Cup Canoe 
Race and Regatta was con¬ 
ceived by local resident Chris 
Ferry, whose idea was to sup¬ 
plement the inadequate fund¬ 
ing available to Sonoma 
County AIDS relief organiza¬ 
tions. All proceeds from this 
event go directly to help 
those with AIDS. 

The annual event was first 
sponsored by the Village Inn 
of Monte Rio. But with its 
growing popularity and larger 
crowds attending every year, 
the party has moved to Mid¬ 
way Beach in Guerneville. 

Awards are given to the 
winners of the canoe races 
and the regatta. Winners of 
the canoe races are remem¬ 
bered by a plaque on the 
Chris Ferry Memorial River’s 
Cup Trophy, honoring the 
man and his dedication to 
helping those with AIDS. 
Winners of the regatta are re¬ 
membered by the perpetual 
trophy known as the Fred A. 
Wilson Trophy, named after 
the man whose enthusiasm 
and dedication to costume de¬ 
sign added humor to the 
event. 

In 1990, a new event was 
added to River’s Cup week¬ 
end. Molly Brown’s Saloon 
hosted a pool tournament that 
paired members of the local 
community against members 
of KGO-TV’s Channel 7 
News, a major sponsor. This 
idea came from onetime 
KGO-TV general manager 
and on-air personality Russ 
Coughlan. 

In honor of Coughlan’s 
dedication, concern and sup¬ 
port for people with AIDS, 
the River’s Cup Association 
established the annual Russ 
Coughlan Memorial Pool 
Tournament, which serves as 
a kick-off event the night be¬ 
fore the big race. 

Deveui said that this event 
wouldn’t be possible if it 
wasn’t for the tremendous 
support of the all-volunteer 
staff. Devan said volunteers 
from all over the Bay Area, 
and as far away as Sacramen¬ 
to, are giving up their time to 
help organize this event and 
keep it operating. They do ev¬ 
erything from p£u-king c£irs to 
picking up trash on the beach. 

“No one gets paid,” Dev 2 m 
said. “The volunteers have to 
pay their own way and buy 
their own T-shirts.”

Doctor Accused of Molesting Patients 

ROANOKE, Va. (UPI) — A Roanoke child psychiatrist ac¬ 
cused of giving his young male patients money and drugs in 
exchcuige for sexual favors faces the prospect of losing his 
medical license. But a lawyer for Dr. William Gray told the 
State Board of Medicine June 24 the charges are levied by 
emotionally disturbed young men. John Grad, Gray’s attor¬ 
ney, attacked the testimony of a 23-year-old man, who said 
the doctor gave him money and drugs for years. Only when 
the doctor dlegedly began molesting his 16-year-old brother 
did he decide to turn Gray in. “He gave me money, he’d 
give me drugs, he gave me cars, he’d give me houses, he’d 
give me an 3 dhing I wanted,’’ said the man, who was not 
identified. “I was always afraid to do anything about it, and 
then he done it to my brother and it hurt me bad when he 
hurt my brother,” he testified. The board suspended Gray’s 
license to practice medicine in March when he was charged 
with molesting the Roanoke teen-ager. Those charges were 
dismissed because of lack of evidence, but the 50-year-old 
doctor still faces felony charges in Franklin County related 
to five other male patients. Gray’s lawyer told the board the 
23-year-old, who is serving a one-year sentence for unlawful 
wounding, had a record of criminal activity and could not 
be trusted. Gray has characterized those who testified 
against him as emotionally disturbed young men who 
turned on him because of misdirected desire to get back at 
their own fathers. A ruling is not expected for several 
weeks. 
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Gay and Lesbian Parents 
Blasts Bush and Quayle

INDIANAPOLIS - A na¬ 
tional gay and lesbian group 
says President Bush and Vice 
President Quayle have issued 
divisive statements about par¬ 
enting. 

Bush recently told the 
New York Times he cannot 
accept that families with 
same-sex parents £ire normal, 
but also said he did not sup¬ 
port discrimination in any 
form. Quayle derogated sin¬ 
gle-parent families in his fa¬ 
mous comment about the 
“Murphy Brown” television 
show. 

Members of the Gay and 
Lesbian Parents Coalition In¬ 
ternational met in Indianapo¬ 
lis for four days. They drafted 
a letter to Bush saying his 
comments reinforce hate and 
homophobia and don’t 
strengthen the family. 


“Like it or not, the Ameri¬ 
can family has evolved,” the 
letter states. “Today’s family 
is about individuals who love 
and care for one another, 
whatever their biological con¬ 
nections, marital status or 
sexual orientation.” 

“We never once heard ei¬ 
ther man say, ‘To have good 
parenting, the most important 
ingredient is love,’ ” said John 
Sheets, an Indianapolis mem¬ 
ber of the group. 

Andre Jacinto of Thousand 
Oaks, Calif., a gay father of 
two children, said Bush and 
Quayle should know that he, 
too, is a parent concerned 
about gangs and drugs in 
schools. 

“We’re proud and happy 
we are a family,” said Linda 
Heller, a Connecticut lesbieui, 
hugging her two daughters. 
“How dare anyone question 
that!”

WASHINGTON - The 
U.S. House on July 1 blocked 
anti-gay forces from passing a 
proposal to penalize two com- 
pamies that have cut off fund¬ 
ing to the Boy Scouts of 
America over its refusal to al¬ 
low openly gay individuals to 
serve as Scouts or counselors. 

The vote came during de¬ 
bate on a Treasury Depart¬ 
ment bill when the House 
voted 222-180 on a procedural 
motion. The vote had the ef¬ 
fect of barring Rep. Clyde 
Holloway, R-La., from intro¬ 
ducing his Boy Scouts amend¬ 
ment. 

Holloway’s amendment 
would have frozen funds in 
the Federal Reserve System 
belonging to Wells Fargo and 
the Bamk of America. 

It also would have cur¬ 
tailed the United Way’s local 
branches’ use of the U.S. 
Postal System until they 
again began doing business 
with the Scouts. 

“I am trying to stop the 
United Way, the big banks 
and big business from de¬ 
stroying the Boy Scouts and 
the values they promote in 
young boys,” said Holloway 
on the House floor. “Boy 
Scouts continue to say, ‘Values 
are not for sale.’ ” 

The Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca have been the target of a 
national boycott effort led by 
gay and lesbian groups over 
their steadfast refusal to allow 
openly gay individuals to 
serve as either Scouts or coun¬ 
selors. 

The effort has led a num¬ 
ber of companies, including 
Wells Fargo, the Bank of 
America and the Levi Strauss 
Co. to withhold corporate do¬ 
nations to the Scouts organi¬ 
zation, as have some local 
chapters of United Way. 

“I am opposed to homosex¬ 
uals being Scoutmasters be¬ 
cause it sends a wrong signal 
to the young boys,” said Hol¬ 
loway. “There have been nu¬ 
merous examples of sexual 
molestation of young Boy 


Scouts by their Scoutmasters 
and I have a stack of them in 
my office if anyone would 
like to see them.” 

Holloway sought to intro¬ 
duce his amendment to the 
Treasury cind Postal Service 
Appropriations bill, but was 
prevented from doing so 
when the vote shut off debate 
on further amendments. 

This let House members 
off the hook from having to 
vote on the historically deli¬ 
cate issue of gay rights and 
gay youth. 

“I applaud the Boy Scouts 
of America for holding firm 
to their standards,” said Rep. 
Dana Rohrabacher, R-Calih, 
couching the debate as one of 
“values,” “freedom, and yes, 
tolerance” of the Boy Scouts 
policy. 

“I back their right to exist 


and to offer their alternative 
to the American people with 
the values they hold, just as I 
support other Americems who 
hold different values to have 
their right of association,” he 
said. 

After Holloway lost on the 
procedural vote, gay and les¬ 
bian lobbying groups ques¬ 
tioned whether — had the 
amendment even come forth 
— it would have been 
found constitutional, as it 
would likely have targeted 
specific corporate entities for 
congressional action, some¬ 
thing prohibited by the Con¬ 
stitution. 

“Clyde Holloway has de¬ 
cided to make a national 
name for himself as a con¬ 
gressional gay basher,” said 
Gregory King of the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund. T

AIDS Cases Top 45,000 in 1991 


Students Uncertain 
About Sexuality

ATLANTA — The nation’s 
AIDS epidemic appears to be 
peaking at a “very high rate,” 
with cases leveling off espe¬ 
cially in the Northeast, a top 
government AIDS expert said 
July 2. 

“I think we’re seeing AIDS 
cases beginning to level off at 
this very high rate,” said Dr. 
James Curran, acting deputy 
director of the AIDS task 
force at the federal Centers 
for Disease Control. 

The CDC reported 45,506 
AIDS cases were counted in 
1991. 

“The leveling off that’s oc¬ 
curring is most marked and 
really is only seen in the 
Northeastern region,” where 
the case rate “is a good 50 
percent higher than the coun¬ 
try as a whole,” Curran said. 

He said AIDS cases are 
leveling off in some popula¬ 
tion groups while in other 
populations “there are rather 
steady increases in the trend.” 

“What’s most remarkable,” 
said Curran, “is that with over 
45,000 cases reported in 1991, 
it remains a very serious 
health problem for young 
adults.” 

The CDC said the number 
of AIDS cases increased by 5 
percent, from 43,352 in 1990 
to 45,506 in 1991, or 17.9 cases 
per 100,000 population. Cur¬ 


ran said reporting delays, 
however, could make the in¬ 
crease closer to 10 percent 
from 1990 to 1991. 

Even so, the increase is 
“slightly smaller” than the in¬ 
crease in the number of AIDS 
cases reported from 1989 to 
1990, he said. 


Cases 

attributed to 
heterosexual

ethnic groups,

Last year, most of the 
AIDS cases, 52.7 percent, oc¬ 
curred in gay or bisexual 
men; but the number of cases 
in that group decreased from 
24,053 in 1990 to 23,960 in 


1991. On the other hand, cas¬ 
es among drug-injecting wom¬ 
en and straight men increased 
from 10,161 to 11,166, repre¬ 
senting nearly one-fourth of 
the reported cases. 

Decreases in the incidence 
of AIDS occurred in other 
groups — hemophiliacs, trans¬ 
fusion recipients and perinatal 
patients — in addition to gay 
and bisexual men, the CDC 
said. 

About 30,000 AIDS deaths 
were reported last year, rep¬ 
resenting a death rate of 60-65 
percent. 

The CDC said that the two 
areas with the greatest per¬ 
centage increases in cases 
were the District of Columbia 
with a 24.3 percent increase 
and Miami with 22.9 percent. 

Other metropolitan areas 
with large increases were 
Philadelphia, 19.2 percent; 
Chicago, 11.3 percent; 
Newark, N.J., 10.4 percent; At¬ 
lanta, 7.9 percent; and San 
Francisco, 7.3 percent. 

Cases attributed to hetero¬ 
sexual contact increased in all 
regions and in almost all eth¬ 
nic groups, with the largest 
number of cases and the most 
rapid increase occurring in 
the South. 

There were 2,948 reported 
cases in 1991 for which there 
were no known means of ex¬ 
posure to the AIDS virus. T

BOSTON — The sexual 
identity of adolescents gradu¬ 
ally unfolds as they get older 
and appears to be influenced 
by a number of factors, in¬ 
cluding the educational back¬ 
grounds of their parents and 
their religious views. 

Those are some of the 
findings of a survey of 34,706 
Minnesota students in the sev¬ 
enth through 12th grades who 
were asked questions about 
their sexual attractions and 
behaviors as part of a larger 
health study. 

The study found that over¬ 
all, about 88 percent of the 
students described themselves 
as predominantly heterosexu¬ 
al, while nearly 11 percent 
said they were “unsure” of 
their sexuality and 1.1 percent 
said they were bisexu^ or ho¬ 
mosexual. 

However, a much larger 
percentage of the 12-year-old 
seventh graders said they 
were unsure of their sexual 
orientation than 18-year-old 
12th graders, said Dr. Gary 
Remafedi of the University of 
Minnesota in Minneapolis 
who headed the study. 

It should not be assumed 
that students are exclusively 
heterosexual, since the study 
demonstrates that some teens 
carry out homosexual behav¬ 
iors “and many others have 
uncertainties about the direc¬ 
tion of their sexuad feelings,” 
Remafedi said. 

While about 26 percent of 
the youngest students de¬ 
scribed themselves as unsure 
of their sexual identity, only 5 
percent of the hig^ school se¬ 
niors said they had doubts 
about their orientation, Re¬ 
mafedi and CO- researchers re¬ 
ported in the journal Pedi¬ 
atrics. 

“Taken together, these 
data suggest that uncertainty 
about sexual orientation a^ 
perceptions of bisexuality 
gradually give way to hetero¬ 
sexual or homosexual identity 
with the passage of time” and 
with increasing sexual experi¬ 
ence, Remafedi said. 

The findings also indicate 
that adolescents who see 
themselves as homosexual 
most often are “males in the 
upper adolescent age range 
who are sexually experienced 
with both genders and not 
constrained by their religious 
beliefs,” he added. 

The study found that boys 
— but not girls — who had pro¬ 
nounced religious views were 
less likely than others to have 
a predominantly homosexual 
orientation. The researchers 
said this appeared consistent 
with “the exclusively male fo¬ 
cus of biblical proscriptions” 
against homosexuality. 

In addition to the influence 
of religion on adolescent sex- 
U2ility, the views of parents 
seemed to have an effect on 
the students’ orientations, Re¬ 
mafedi said. 

Boys and girls from higher 
socioeconomic backgrounds 
were more likely to describe 
themselves as homosexuals, 
the survey found. This may 
reflect “parental education 
level 2 md perhaps, tolerance 
for sexual diversity,” the re¬ 
searchers concluded. 

Remafedi said there has 
been relatively little informa¬ 


tion compiled about the sexu¬ 
al orientation of adolescents 
since Alfred Kinsey set out to 
interview more than 6,000 
boys and adult men in 1949. 

Based on the sexual histo¬ 
ries of those they studied, 
Kinsey and colleagues con¬ 
cluded that “4 percent of men 
were exclusively homosexual 
throughout their lives and 10 
percent were more or less ex¬ 
clusively homosexual for at 
least 3 ye£u-s,” Remafedi said. 

In 1953, Kinsey published 
a comparable study of Amer¬ 
ican women in which he esti¬ 
mated that rates of homosex¬ 
uality among females was 
about half that of males. De¬ 
spite Kinsey’s conclusions, 
Remafedi said the student 
survey did not find apprecia¬ 
ble differences in the propor¬ 
tion of males and females 
who described themselves as 
homosexuals. 

He said it is possible that 
the boys in the Minnesota 
study had greater reluctance 
than girls to “endorse dimen¬ 
sions of homosexuality.” It 
may also be that greater num¬ 
bers of homosexual boys drop 
out of school and thus were 
not covered by the survey, he 
added. 

“Either possibility might 
obscure re^ gender differ¬ 
ences in sexual orientation,” 
he said, but he added that not 
enough data exists to make a 
determination. 

Remafedi said the survey 
results underline the difficulty 
in applying to teen-agers’ sexu¬ 
al orientation identities that

are derived primarily from 
adult populations. 

The “findings illustrate the 
complexities and difficulties 
in assigning sexual orienta¬ 
tion labels to adolescents” 
whose “own perceptions of 
sexuality may not conform to 
adult standards,” he said. 

He said the results may 
have important implications 
for educators and health-care 
workers charged with teach¬ 
ing teen-agers about sex 2 uid 
AIDS and treating them in 
clinics. 

Although the survey was 
the largest of its kind, Re¬ 
mafedi said, “considerable 
work remains to decipher the 
development of sexual identi¬ 
ty from childhood to adult¬ 
hood.” ▼

The 
acuity of my symptoms has 
varied according to my cir¬ 
cumstances, but my diagnosis 
with AIDS clearly and irre¬ 
versibly exacerbate this un¬ 
comfortable tendency. 

Holocaustophobia is, of 
course, the fear that someone 
is going to hunt you down 
and put you in a concentra¬ 
tion camp for no good reason. 
Now, to qualify as a true pho¬ 
bia a fear should be “irra¬ 
tional” and not just a reason¬ 
able response to a threat. If 
you find a huge tarantula in 
your bed, freaking out 
wouldn’t really qualify you 
for arachniphobia because the

danger is real enough. But if 
you lay awake at night be¬ 
cause you’re sure there are 
spiders stalking you in the 
dark, you’re probably entitled 
to the diagnosis. 

Is my fear of concentration 
camps irrational or not? I 
used to be pretty sure that it 
W 2 is; now I’m not. 

It is fashionable nowadays 
to attribute virtually all adult 
psychological problems to 
one’s early childhood develop¬ 
ment. In my experience, 98 
percent of such theories are 
bullshit. But in this case I can 
clearly trace my holocausto¬ 
phobia to my early spiritual 
training. 

The offspring of a devout 
atheist and a lukewarm Jew, I 
was shipped off to the local 


Reform temple on Sundays to 
acquire a modicum of Jewish 
culture. This was designed to 
culminate in a beu" mitzvah at 
age 13 — promoted as a fabu¬ 
lous opportunity to extort 
gifts from relatives — without 
encouraging any serious reli¬ 
gious commitment. 

Unfortunately, at this time 
and place (Chicago in the ’60s) 
such education was essential¬ 
ly a blatant propaganda effort 
aimed at extorting uncondi¬ 
tional support for Israel and 
Zionism by constantly harp¬ 
ing on the Nazi extermination 
of the Jews. Every week, it 
seemed, we were shown films 
of concentration camps and 
their skeletal inmates. It could 
happen again, we were 
warned, and then we would 
need Israel to flee to, so we 
better cough up now to plant 
trees there or we would end 
up living in a barren desert at 
best, or dying in a camp at 
worst. 

It seemed a credible 
enough threat at the time. 
The Holocaust had occurred a 
bare 20 years before. Thou¬ 
sands of camp survivors lived 
in or near my North Side 
neighborhood. The aged cou¬ 
ple next door had (but were 
reluctant to display) tattoos as 
souvenirs of their stint in a 
death camp. 

An impressionable youth, I 
watched the films with horri¬ 
fied fascination. The Holo¬ 
caust was presented as an ir¬ 
rational, random and unstop¬ 
pable force. It never occurred 
to me, then, that it might 
have been a natural, if not ob¬ 
vious, consequence of political 


and social conflicts. It was 
perfect phobia material. 

Overall, however, my reli¬ 
gious education 

boomercuiged. As soon as I 
could I discontinued it (giving 
up the much touted glory of a 
bar mitzvah), rejected my 
washed-out Jewish heritage, 
and became bitterly anti-Zion¬ 
ist and pro-Palestinian. In the 
absence of weekly indoctrina¬ 
tion films, my holocaustopho¬ 
bia faded. 

Iron-clad Grip 

My second major bout oc¬ 
curred shortly after I came 
out at age 21. I quickly be¬ 
came a gay militant activist 
(in retrospect I wish I’d done 
more sex and less politics) 
and this, naturally, triggered 
my latent holocaustophobic 
tendencies. After all, as a 
queer-commie-Jew I was a 
triple qualifier for just about 


any reactionary’s concentra¬ 
tion camp scheme. I became 
active in anti-fascist organiz¬ 
ing, but dropped out when I 
realized that the Leninists 
who dominated the move¬ 
ment were, if anything, even 
more likely to put people like 
me in ceunps than were the 
Nazis we opposed. 

By now it was the mid ’80s 
£ind Reaganism was in full 
flower, the radical move¬ 
ments in full retreat. Like 
most of my contemporaries, I 
gave up on social change and 
began to retrofit as a proper 
guppy, going to graduate 
school to learn a respectable 
profession. As my hopes of as¬ 
similation grew, my holo¬ 
caustophobia receded. 

Then — bang! — I got sick 
and was diagnosed with 
AIDS. I have been in the iron¬ 
clad grip of holocaustophobia 
ever since. When I look in the 


mirror at my emaciated face 
(my cheeks are so concave 
that shaving has become a 
challenge) I flash back on 
those skeletal corpses being 
dumped in the ovens at 
Auschwitz. 

It didn’t help that I was liv¬ 
ing in Orange County — “be¬ 
hind the Orange curtain,” as 
it’s sometimes called — at the 
time. HIVers were totally in¬ 
visible, and many of the local 
“respectable” reactionary 
politicians openly called for 
quarantining PWAs. But AIDS 
phobia was sweeping the en¬ 
tire nation, and Orange Coun¬ 
ty was just a little more open 
about it. 

William F. Buckley called 
for HIVers to have scarlet As 
tattooed on our buttocks (as a 
kind of consumer warning la¬ 
bel? Wouldn’t it more logical¬ 
ly be placed on or ne 2 u- the

In the e arly hours of June 14, Scott 
died peacefully 
at the home of 
his parents where 
he had gone for 
the weekend to 
give his lover a 
much-needed re¬ 
spite. His battle 
with AIDS had 
been unusual 
Pneumocystis in 
his ear, parvo 
viral leukemia, 
etc.) and uncommonly long (more than 
15 months of nearly complete physical 
disability), but the last months were a 
testament to his powerful love of life 
and his ability to spread a joy among his 
friends when none remained for 
himself. 

Scott was the sole marcher in a 
“leather contingent” of his own inven¬ 
tion in the Santa Cruz Gay Pride Parade 
in 1982. He wore a leather arm band, the 
only leather he owned at the time, and 
a label identifying his “group.” Over the 
next 10 years, his progress in the Bay 
Area leather community is legendary. 
His giggle as he was tickle-tortured at 
Knights Templar SM play parties 
“made” the party for some leather men. 
He was a contestant in the first Leather 
Daddy’s Boy contest (and never ceased 
to be amazed that he lost to a man 
rather than another boy, the way he saw 
it). His unforgettable costumes for 
Halloween and the Fetish and Fantasy 
balls won prizes at one party or another 
just about every year, whether he wore 
them himself or made them for friends, 
right up to the Easter bonnet competi¬ 
tion at the SF Eagle this year when he 
had to be wheeled in to attend, and won 
“Best of Show.” Scott’s proudest 
triumph, however, was a costume he 
made for himself for the first SM Cir¬ 
cus. He was the horse in the act “Herr 
Professor Doktor Joseph Bean and his 
Wonder Horse Grey.” Anyone could 
have played the trainer, but only Scott 
could have tap danced in those hooves 
and left the crowd shouting in amaze¬ 
ment. 

The same talents, skills and personal 
resources that made him so popular a 
leather boy also served him well in his 
two posts at San Francisco State 
University where he was both assistant 
secretary to the Theatre Arts Depart¬ 
ment and a lecturer in the Properties 
Department. His designs for costumes 
and sets wort many awards, but his 
favorite part of working at State was the 
opportunity to “infect all those students 
and silliness.” 

A friend, it is said, is someone who 
knows all about you and loves you any¬ 
way. So Scott is survived by some of the 
best friends a leather boy could hope 
for, his parents (Bill and Doris) and his 
brother Todd. Scott wanted to be sure 
that the friends who helped him 
througji his illness were thanked. Very 
sincere thanks are due to Jay Marston, 
Gayle Rubin, Victoria Baker, Beardog 
Hoffman and the caring experts at 
Visiting Nurses. They and too many 
others to mention individually made 
what is always intolerable at least possi¬ 
ble. 

Scott wanted no gloomy memorial, 
but according to his wishes, Joseph in¬ 
vites his friends to come to the patio of 
the SF Eagle on Thursday, July 16, at 
6 p.m. Light hearts are encouraged, but 
if yours is feeling down, come, party 
and lighten up.

troubles. A sensualist for whom food 
was his greatest passion, Eric often 
woke in the morning thinking of what 
he would eat. 

Raised by his lola and lolo in the 
Philippines, Eric moved to Canada at 
age 15 where he joined his parents, 
brother and sister. In the early 1980s, he 
came to the Bay Area to attend the 
University of San Francisco, and later 
worked for Great Western Savings. He 
learned of his HIV status in August 1990 
when he developed pneumocystis 
pneumonia. 

Laboring under the perceived weight 
of Filipino culture, Catholicism and a 
dysfunctional family, Eric’s life and 
sense of himself were also troubled, and 
for friends and family he was a bram¬ 
ble of contradictions. Generous with 
money, he found it difficult to give his 
trust to others. Impulsive and selfish, he 
privately complained that he felt 
powerless, his life directed from outside. 


Socially charming and never happier 
than when he was the center of atten¬ 
tion. Eric was also deeply insecure. 

To compensate, he developed myri¬ 
ad faces tailored to please others, and 
sometimes fabricated whole swaths of 
his life while withholding other parts. 
For a decade, Eric alternated between 
periods of public heterosexual relation¬ 
ships and furtive homosexual liaisons. 
In 1991, however, he began relationships 
with two gay men. 

Although his soul was still young 
when he died, Eric matured a great deal 
during the last year, and frequently said 
that this was the happiest period of his 
life. He engaged in a dual coming-out 
process last October while hospitalized 
with toxoplasmosis, telling family and 
straight friends (who already knew of 
his illness) that he was gay, and gay 
friends (met only that year) that he had 
AIDS. Althougji this public honesty 
troubled his parents, Eric greatly en¬ 
joyed the new freedom his life took on 
as he shed old lies and consolidated per¬ 
sonas. 

Both in and out of the hospital, Eric 
was often surrounded by friends, family 
and a legion of titas and titos. Dr. Ron 
Tempesta of South San Francisco 
Kaiser showed great commitment and 
concern in managing Eric’s health care. 

Knowing you, Eric, was at times 
terrible, at others wonderful. I’m glad 
we met. (At an “Asian film festival,” you 
told your friends. “At the Ben-Her,” I 
told mine) Through you, I learned to let 
go and accept; lessons which, like you, 
I will never forget.

HIV-Positive Doctor 
Poses Little Threat

BUFFALO, N.Y. - The 
state Health Department said 
there was little danger to pa¬ 
tients of a suburban Buffalo 
pediatrician who continues to 
practice after learning he has 
the virus that causes AIDS. 

Dr. Michael Horan re¬ 
vealed June 2 that he prac¬ 
ticed medicine after learning 
he was infected with HIV, but 
said he took precautions to 
protect his patients. 

Horan, 32, became the 
fourth New York doctor 
whose infection with the 
HIV virus is public knowl¬ 
edge. 

He said he publicly an¬ 
nounced his infection in 
hopes of calming the fears of 
patients of his practice, which 
cares for 7,000 children. 

“I’m coming forward with 
this information not to alarm 
anyone but to state again, 
there are no risks to any of 
my patients,” he said in a 
statement. “Because of the na¬ 
ture of my practice, I have 
not performed any high-risk 
procedures. My goal is to 
calm any and all unwarranted 
fears that I understand may 
arise from rumors being 
spread in the community.” 

The Health Department is¬ 
sued a statement saying the 
chances of Horan’s patients 
becoming infected were “vir¬ 
tually zero.” 

“The department knows of 
no evidence that this physi¬ 
cian’s practice poses any sig¬ 
nificant risk,” the statement 
said. “HIV infection alone is 
not a cause to restrict or limit 
a physician’s practice. Infec¬ 
tion cannot be passed from 
one person to another with¬ 
out an exchange of bodily 
fluids. When proper tech¬ 
niques are followed, the risk 
of transmission is virtually 
zero.” 

Horan told the Buffalo 
News he learned he had the 
virus in October, the same 
month that Children’s Hospi¬ 


tal in Buffalo learned Dr. 
Bradley Moore, an anesthesi¬ 
ologist, died of AIDS. 

Three months earlier. Dr. 
Neal Rzepkowski left Brooks 
Memorial Hospital in Buffalo 
after revealing that he had 
worked in the emergency 
room there while infected 
with the HIV virus. 

Dr. Phillip Feldman, a 
Coram, Long Islsmd dentist, 
died of AIDS July 19. 

Health Department spokes¬ 
man Peter Slocum said none 
of the patients of any of 
those doctors had tested pos¬ 
itive for AIDS except for two 
of Feldman’s patients, who 
had engaged in hig^-risk prac¬ 
tices and likely were infected 
elsewhere. 

The Health Department 
last week officially imple¬ 
mented controversial guide¬ 
lines, first put forth last fall, 
that neither forbid HIV infect¬ 
ed health-care workers from 
treating patients nor force 
them to reveal that they have 
the virus. 

Those guidelines came un¬ 
der fire from some state law¬ 
makers and from Barbara 
Webb, a Florida woman who 
was one of five people infect¬ 
ed with the virus by her den¬ 
tist Dr. David Acer. 

Another of Acer’s patients, 
Kimberly Bergalis, pleaded 
with Congress to enact 
meindatory AIDS testing for 
health-care workers. She died 
of AIDS Dec. 8. 

Webb traveled to Albany 
in October to urge the state to 
make the guidelines stricter,, 
saying “there are other Dr. 
Acers of this world.” 

But health officials said the 
virus could be contained by 
normal precautions, and said 
mandatory testing or report¬ 
ing of infection by health¬ 
care workers could drive peo¬ 
ple away from the profession 
or frighten them out of work¬ 
ing in areas where the risk of 
infection is highest, such £is 
the inner cities. ▼

tions.” 

Trouble began, Cairati 
said, when four men moved 
into the house directly behind 
the one she shares with her 
son and her partner Pam 
Thornton. After the men had 
held several loud parties, 
Thornton one night asked 
them to turn down their mu¬ 
sic. One of the men replied, 
“Fuck you, dykes,” and they 
continued to party. 

Cairati called police about 
the disturbance and the 
neighbors’ abuse escalated. 

“They started cruising our 
house,” Cairati said. “If we 
were out front, they would 
yell and make motions like 
they were jerking off.... There 
are four main guys but I have 
a list of 11 licenses of cars in¬ 
volved. On two occasions, 
they have swerved vehicles at 
my son.” 

During the three years 
since the harassment began, 
Cairati said, the assailants 
have smashed her car win¬ 
dows, shot her cat with a pel¬ 
let gun and fired a pellet gun 
into her backyard while she 
and her family ate dinner 
there. 

In one instance, a man 
stopped his car alongside 
Cairati’s and spat in her face, 
she said. 

“On May 14, I had just 
come home, just shut the 
front door and I heard a car 
pull up front. Anytime we 
hear a car out front anymore 
we’re always looking and lis¬ 
tening to see if it’s these 
guys,” Cairati said. “Someone 
yells, ‘You’re going to die, you 
fucking dyke.’ I opened the 
door and they threw a beer 
can at the the house.” 

Cairati said she chased the 
truck until the driver shifted 
into reverse and backed up 
toward her. She ran into the 
house. 

Cairati said she is dissatis¬ 
fied with the response of San 
Anselmo police, whom she 
has called to the house nu¬ 
merous times. 

When assailants threw a 
beer can at her house, Cairati 
asked police to take the can 
and dust it for fingerprints. 
Police refused, she said. 

“Somebody is going to 
have to get hurt before the 
police will do anything,” 
Cairati said. “Police have said, 
‘What’s going on? They’re 
just calling you names.’ ” 

The Marin County District 
Attorney’s Office, which has 
received seven police reports 
regarding harassment at 
Cairati’s home, maintains that 
there is not enough evidence 
to prosecute. 

“We were frustrated with 
the results (of calling the po¬ 
lice) because it always ended 
in retaliation from these 
guys,” Cairati said. “So we 
were getting to the point 


where it wasn’t worth calling 
the police. 

“I do feel there is some at¬ 
titude problem among some 
of the members of the Police 
Department toward us,” 
Cairati said. “I don’t know if 
it’s homophobia or what. We 
definitely — all three us — feel 
it.” 

Cairati and Thornton 
found help with the Human 
Rights Commission of Marin 
County, through which they 
filed a public complaint 
against the neighbors Jim 
Coyle, Paul Coteaux, Frank 
Artigiani and Paul Morgan. 

The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission attempted to set up 
mediation between Cairati 
and Thornton and the neigh¬ 
bors. The men refused to 
meet. 

Cairati met this week with 
Marin County Deputy District 
Attorney Terry Boren. Be¬ 
cause the case is under inves¬ 
tigation, Boren told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he could 
not comment. 

Vernon Crawley was with 
the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion of Marin County and 
worked on Cairati’s case until 
he left the commission two 
weeks ago to become affirma¬ 
tive action officer for Marin 
County. 

“We are told by the DA 
that all of the elements are 
not present for this to be 
characterized as a hate 
crime,” Crawley said. “He’s 
relying on the legal frame¬ 
work to make that judgment, 
which makes me question the 
legal framework. The rights 
commission may recommend 
some change in the law so we 
can proceed to end this kind 
of harassment.” 

But such possibilities don’t 
help Cairati, Thornton and 
their son, who live with the 
threat of continued harass¬ 
ment. 

Thornton said they would 
like to install a video camera 
in the backyard to gather ev¬ 
idence, but have been unable 
to because of the cost. 

“I feel like they’re going to 
come back at us at some 
time,” Cairati said. “We’ve 
been living like this for three 
years and I refuse to drop it... 
we live by looking over our 
shoulder all the time. We’re 
not comfortable in our own 
home. 

“I’m concerned about my 
son,” Cairati said. “I’m wor¬ 
ried about them harassing 
him when he’s alone on the 
street. We refuse to change 
our lifestyle and not be out on 
the street.” 

Cairati said she also hopes 
that the situation will wind 
up showing her son that jus¬ 
tice prevails. 

“I’m hoping that the sys¬ 
tem will work and show him 
that people can’t get away 
with this,” Cairati said. “At 
this point, it’s showing him 
the opposite.” ▼

Sometimes, I wonder 
where I fit in, though, and as 
I rapidly approach dinosaur- 
hood, I’ve become increasing¬ 
ly concerned about false iden¬ 
tities and limiting definitions. 

There’s an ugly underbelly 
to all the political and spiritu¬ 
al rhetoric about community 
and unity that’s bandied 
about this time of year. 

A lot of lesbians and gays 
who came to San Francisco 
for its fabled queer refuge 
feel like they’ve gotten the 
shaft. 

If you’re not with the right 
in-crowd or you don’t live up 
to the peer group or cultural 
standards, you’re still an out¬ 
sider 

The intense loneliness and 
alienation can be devastating. 


I’ve felt that myself and I 
am loving a friend — an enor¬ 
mously gifted young man 
with so much to contribute 
emotionally, intellectually and 
artistically — as he deals with 
the damage right now. 

Ev^ tried to reach out to 
another lesbism or gay person 
or group and have them sneer 
or flat out turn their nose up 
and flip you the you’re-not- 
part-of-the club-attitude? Sor¬ 
ry, wrong race, wrong gender, 
wrong clothes, wrong hair, 
wrong body, wrong cultural 
expression, sorry too hard¬ 
core, sorry too vanilla, you 
don’t belong. 

It’s a really a horrible ex¬ 
perience 

And it doesn’t just happen 
in the bar and club scene. It’s 
endemic throughout our com¬ 
munity. No wonder we have 
so many love-troubles. 

We, who pride ourselves 
on being so liberated and cut¬ 
ting edge , trash and mock 
and reject each other all the 
time and don’t think twice 
about it.

dick?). Jesse Helms proposed 
to ban the entry of HIVers 
into the country — £ind it 
passed in the Senate 99 to 
nothing! Kimberly Bergalis — 
an “innocent victim” infected 
by her dentist — became the 
best-known HIVer in the 
country by leading a crusade 
to drive PWAs completely 
out of 2 ill health-care work. 

(A recent report suggests 
that Dr. Acer, Bergalis’ den¬ 
tist, deliberately infected 
Kimberly and other selected 
patients out of rage at Amer¬ 
ica’s indifference to PWAs’ 
plight. If he hoped to promote 
sympathy for us by creating 
mainstream HIVers, it 
boomeranged pretty badly. If 
true, this theory would finally 
explain how his patients got 
infected, and so far no one 
has come up with a plausible 
explanation for accidental 
transmission.)

The news hasn’t improved 
since then. Recently, a gay 
cop won a lawsuit that 
claimed he got AIDS on the 
job, when an HIVer bit him. 
This was hailed as a victory 
for gay rights (!) because his 
claim wasn’t simply thrown 
out of court on the homopho¬ 
bic assumption that any queer 
with AIDS got it by fucking 
around. A few more “victo¬ 
ries” like this and we’ll all be 
in concentration camps. 

The suit should have been 
thrown out of court because 
you can’t get or give HIV by 
biting. It has never happened 
and never will. Saliva just 
doesn’t carry enough of the 
virus, and open cuts bleed 
blood out rather than letting 
blood in. The only way to get 
AIDS from free-flying blood 
is if a large quantity lands 
smack on your eyes. If I reeilly 
believed that biting could 
transmit AIDS, I wouldn’t be 
sitting here writing this col¬ 
umn, I’d be busy gnawing on 
Jesse Helms’ leg. 

The popular irrationeil be¬ 
lief that HIV can be “casually” 
transmitted is an open invita¬ 
tion to persecute PWAs. It 
makes it possible for a cop (or 
some other brand of queer- 
basher) to attack HIVers, beat 
them bloody emd then charge 
us with attempted murder. 
Currently, about 100 PWAs 
nationwide have been jailed 
on charges of deadly assault 
related to their HIV status 
(for biting, spitting at or 
bleeding on cops). 

Even if HIVers aren’t be¬ 
ing routinely quarantined, we 
are being set apart and ex¬ 
cluded at a horrifying pace. 
Paramedics and emergency 
medical personnel are refus¬ 
ing to provide services to 
PWAs. Although the crusade 
to eliminate HIVer health¬ 
care workers from practice 
has stalled in the face of pas¬ 
sive resistance — e.g., when the 
AMA refused to provide 
guidelines for excluding 
HIVers — an unsubstantiated 
rumor is usually enough to 
destroy a gay dentist’s prac¬ 
tice. 

U.S. prisons are beginning 
to routinely segregate PWA 
inmates. Cuba has already in¬ 
stituted compulsory “sanitar¬ 
iums” for HIVers. These are 
avidly defended by some old 
leftists as charming and sup¬ 
portive environments; but if 
they’re so appealing, how 
come they have to be compul¬ 
sory? According to many 
polls, the majority of Ameri-

C 2 ms believe they have a right 
to know an HIVer’s status, 
and to refuse to associate 
with us. They also, in contra¬ 
diction with this, support de¬ 
fending the civil rights of 
PWAs. In practice this is re¬ 
solved by passing confiden¬ 
tiality laws and then ignoring 
them whenever the mob gets 
worked up enough to scare 
the local authorities. 

Is my fear of the camps ir¬ 
rational? I hope so. But it can 
happen here; they did it to 
the Japemese Americans and 
they can do it to us. 

If you, like me, suffer from 
AIDSrelated holocaustopho- 
bia. I’d like to offer a cheap 
therapeutic technique. An 
AIDSphobic crackpot. Dr. 
Janssen of St. Louis, runs 
“Partners for an AIDS-Free 
America,” a firm that sells — 
for a hefty price — ID cards, 
certificates, lapel pins and 
driver’s license stickers testi¬ 
fying to the bearers’ HIV-neg¬ 
ative status. When you’re feel¬ 
ing holocaustophobic, call up 
P^A at 1-800-448-6666 or 1- 
800-448-6348 (it costs them at 
least a dollar each time) and 
ask them what they think 
about concentration camps, 
hate mongering and AIDS 
profiteering. You probably 
won’t get much of an answer, 
but it may make you feel bet¬ 
ter and maybe, just maybe, it 
will drive them out of busi¬ 
ness and help keep the camps 
at bay.

On June 18 the ABC soap 
opera “One Life To Live” 
launched a major story line 
about a gay teen-ager and 
small-town homophobia. This 
is the first time a daytime dra¬ 
ma has featured a story deal¬ 
ing with teen homosexuality. 

On the June 18 episode, Bil¬ 
ly Douglas came out to anoth¬ 
er boy and stated unequivocal¬ 
ly that he is gay. Both boys 
work at a local community 
center where a crisis line call 
from another gay teen prompt¬ 
ed homophobic comments 
from ignorant peers. The ha¬ 
tred and bigotry that lesbian 
and gay teens routinely expe¬ 
rience was realistically por¬ 
trayed. 

While “OLTL” will not re¬ 
veal the plots of upcoming 
episodes, a spokesperson for 
the soap promises that the sto¬ 
ry line will continue at least 
through the summer and will 
“really heat up” in July. This 
is especially significant, since 
more teens are likely to be 
watching during these months. 
“It’s really like (Arthur Miller’s 
play) ‘The Crucible,’ ” ex¬ 
plained “OLTL” Executive 
Producer Linda Gottlieb. “Ru¬ 
mors spread, and the town 
splits. It gets really ugly. 
What the story is about is the 
right to privacy and the right 
to love whoever one wants.” 

Congratulate ABC for 
showing that there’s more 
than one way to live a life. En¬ 
courage the show’s producer 
to depict Billy interacting with 
a diversity of lesbian and gay 
people to more accurately re¬ 
flect our lives. And, since 
soaps usually center upon the 
romantic lives of characters, 
perhaps Billy should be pro¬ 
vided with a love interest!

ABC’s “World News 
Tonight” with Peter Jennings 
has taken the lead ahead of 
other network newscasts in its 
coverage of lesbian/gay issues.

The re¬ 
port was about the General 
Accounting Office (GAO) re¬ 
port that kicking lesbians and 
gays out of the military costs 
over $25 million annually (a 
large part being the cost of 
training gay personnel before 
expelling them!).

of Pediatric AIDS Founda¬ 
tion) and she has a very pas¬ 
sionate and tragic story; I 
want to make a connection to 
that,” Hattoy said in a July 7 
phone interview about his as 
yet unwritten speech. 

“I want to say that I know 
that Elizabeth Glazer’s story 
is compelling and the death of 
her daughter is a tragedy and 
the fact that she’s infected 
and her son’s infected is a 
tragedy. 

“But also the fact that I’m 
infected is a tragedy. And the 
fact that thousands of gay 
men have died is a tragedy 
because all of us are some¬ 
body’s son or father or broth¬ 
er or rabbi or priest or doctor 
or lawyer. We’re all part of 
America’s family. And I want 
to say; Mr. President, your 
family has AIDS and you’ve 
done nothing about it. We’re 
dying and it’s your fault. 

“I want to say that even 
though Elizabeth Glazer and 
her daughter and her son are 
not gay, the reason they don’t 
have the scientific research or 
the drug protocols or the lev¬ 
el of action and funding that’s 
necessary is because this dis¬ 
ease has affected so many gay 
men and it’s been dealt with — 
not based on public policy or 
science, but based on politics 
and bigotry. Not only are we 
impacted by that, but so is 
Elizabeth’s family. So, all of 
America that is being impact¬ 
ed by AIDS is also being im¬ 
pacted by bigotry, racism 
cuid homophobia. We have to 
overcome this. And I want to 
make some suggestions on 
how to do that.” 


His convention speech will 
not be the first time Hattoy 
has blamed a president for 
AIDS. Last year Hattoy vol¬ 
unteered to help with public 
relations at a fundraiser for 
Glazer’s Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation. He was assigned 
to Ronald and Nancy Reagan. 
The former president had fi¬ 
nally mentioned AIDS in a 
public service announcement 
for the AIDS group. At one 
point Hattoy found himself 
alone with Ronald Reagan. 

“I said, ‘Mr. Reagan, it’s re¬ 
ally nice that you’re here to¬ 
day at the Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation event.’ He 
said, “Yeah. Nancy and I did 
this last year and we thought 
it was a good thing to do.’ 
And I said, ‘Well, it is a good 
thing to do. But I just have to 
say that for eight years when 
you were president you did 
nothing about AIDS and a lot 
of my friends died. And that 
was a really horrible thing to 
do.’ And he looked like some¬ 
one had hit him in the head 
with a shovel and he walked 
away.” 

Hattoy said he has been 
overwhelmed since his diag¬ 
nosis with HIV lymphoma, an 
AIDS definer. He is being 
treated with a combination of 
chemotherapy and ddC. He 
tested positive for HIV two 
years ago and was diagnosed 
with lymphoma last month. 

Hattoy said he believes in 
a “loving energy” who is al¬ 
ways with him. 

“I’m not afraid to die. I’m 
just afraid of being in pain 
and miserable. I’m not afraid 
of when my body stops, but 
I’m nervous and uncomfort¬ 
able about how I’m going to 
get there,” Hattoy said. “I 
don’t know how to do this. I 
don’t know how to be a na¬ 
tional speaker about AIDS, 


let alone how to do AIDS. 
There are some real highs 
and lows. The lows are the 
medical treatments, the spinal 
taps, the constant checking 
and constant fear. The uncer¬ 
tainty of it all has had an 
amazing and profound effect 
on my life. I have AIDS and 
C2uicer — two very powerful 
diseases. Yet at the same time. 
I’m OK. I feel good.” 

He said he has a “war 
mentality” in fighting the 
virus. 

Hattoy, 40, has been an ac¬ 
tivist since he came out 
against the Vietnam War in 
1968 despite his father’s vehe¬ 
ment protestations. He said 
he has no regrets in coming 
out about his AIDS diagnosis. 

“It’s amazing, unbelievable 
the amount of love and com¬ 
passion that’s come my way 
since I’ve gone public,” Hat¬ 
toy said, though he under¬ 
stands the fear of others who 
may be too afraid to come 
out. 

“I know that AIDS is a 
virus and not a moral judg¬ 
ment,” he said. “Shame, guilt 
and denial can kill just as vi¬ 
ciously as AIDS. It can de¬ 
stroy the ability to fight. To 
survive, AIDS people have to 
get beyond the lies they have 
been taught about them¬ 
selves. I’m not bad or guilty. I 
have value as a person and so 
does everybody else who has 
AIDS. The problem is the 
virus.” 

Hattoy is expected to 
speak between 8-9 p.m. East¬ 
ern time on July 14 in New 
York.T

not appoint open gays or les¬ 
bians to his Cabinet and that 
having gays and lesbians in 
the military was “unrealistic,” 
Olson argued that Perot’s 
statements were taken out of 
context and that, in fact, he 
would not discriminate on the 
basis of sexual orientation 
when appointing his Cabinet. 

“He meant he wouldn’t 
want a person to go through 
what Anita Hill went 
through. Later, when we 
talked about it, he said fine, if 
you’re willing to go through 
it, if you’re the most qualified, 
it wouldn’t be an issue,” Ol¬ 
son said. 

One man at the conference 
said that he tried to reach Ol¬ 
son at Perot’s Sherman Oaks 
headquarters and, when he 
asked for the liaison to the 
lesbian and gay community, 
the person answering the 
phone said that the Perot 
campaign would never have 


such a position. The recep¬ 
tionist then put the phone 
down and the man heard 
laughing in the background. 
The receptionist finally said, 
“We don’t deal with queers 
here.” 

Olson is officially titled 
Civil Rights Coordinator. 

Gooding added that he got 
the same response when try¬ 
ing to reach Olson. 

“You have to understand. 
This is a grass-roots cam¬ 
paign,” Gooding said. 

Olson’s primary announce¬ 
ments at the press conference 
were that Perot will be mak¬ 
ing a specific statement about 
lesbians and gays “in the next 
few days,” and that Perot 
and his wife, Margot, met 
with 12 lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists for more than two 
hours at his headquarters in 
Dallas the day before. 

Though no one in the cam¬ 
paign was willing to give a 
specific time frame for Per¬ 
ot’s statement, Olson did say 
when pressed, “The man gave 
his word. He said he will 
write a statement that dis¬ 


crimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation is wrong. If 
we don’t have the statement 
in two weeks. I’m out of 
here.” 

When asked whether she 
would demand anything more 
specific about AIDS, the mil¬ 
itary, sodomy laws, hate 
crimes or other issues, Olson 
said that a general statement 
about discrimination would 
be sufficient. 

“Everybody’s paranoid 
that he’s a fascist. I support 
him because I’m a lesbian and 
a feminist, but more impor¬ 
tantly I’m a humanist. I sup¬ 
port him because he’s going 
to get jobs. I trust him,” Olson 
said. 

Those in attendance at the 
July 6 meeting with Perot in 
Dallas generally expressed re¬ 
spect for his sincerity, empa¬ 
thy and willingness to learn. 
The gathering addressed the 
military’s ban on gays and les¬ 
bians, discrimination against 
lesbian and gay people in the 
workplace, and hate crimes. 

“I thought Mr. Perot came 
off as a very sincere man who

was there to listen and learn 
and be open to revising and 
changing his positions on 
things he may not have been 
fully aware of before,” said 
Dusty Pruitt, the lesbian for¬ 
mer Army captain who was 
discharged in 1983 and contin¬ 
ues to fight the ban through 
the courts. 

“I thought he was appro¬ 
priately empathetic with the 
plight of gays and lesbians 
suddenly being investigated 
by the military,” Pruitt said. 

Among those attending the 
meeting were Gloria Allred, a 
prominent lesbian activist and 
attorney from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia; Claudia Brenner, the 
survivor of a lesbophobic as¬ 
sault in which she was shot 
and her lifelong partner was 
killed; and Sherrel Sum¬ 


merville, who was fired from 
her job at Cracker Barrel 
restaurants for being a les¬ 
bian. 

“It’s impressive that Perot 
has made this effort at out¬ 
reach, but given his track 
record on our issues, he will 
have to run a two-minute 
mile to catch up with Bill 
Clinton,” said Gregory King 
of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund, which has al¬ 
ready endorsed Clinton. 

According to Robert Bray, 
the spokesperson for the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, Perot told Peri Jude 
Radecic, the organization’s 
deputy director, “I care about 
you, I love you, I won’t do 
anything to hurt you. But 
your issues aren’t going to 
drive my campaign.” ▼

sion by Bank of America, 
Wells Fargo Bank, Levi 
Strauss and United Way of 
the Bay Area to quit funding 
the Boy Scouts until the 
Scouts reverses its anti-gay 
policy. 

That, appeu-ently, is why 
they’ve been distributing fly¬ 
ers for the past few weel^ an¬ 
nouncing a rally to “Support 
Family Values!” The flyers 
urge supporters to bring their 
B of A or Wells Fargo check¬ 
books to dispose of at the ral¬ 
ly and they list the phone 
numbers of the four compa¬ 
nies, urging supporters to call 
£uid announce their disgust 
and intent to boycott the cor¬ 
porations. 

“The Boy Scouts, a bul¬ 
wark of the American family, 
is under attack for their faith 
in God and country. ‘Queer 
Nation’ a militant homosexu¬ 
al group, has targeted the Boy 


Scouts,” the group’s handout 
explains. 

“Queer Nation has been 
doing everything in its power 
to change the Boy ^outs. 
What we need to do is get 
these four companies to re¬ 
verse their positions because 
if we’re not successful, other 
companies are going to do the 
same thing and eventually 
we’re not going to be able to 
shop or bank an 3 rwhere with¬ 
out enriching these organiza¬ 
tions that are perverting our 
country,” a rally organizer 
told a Bay Area Reporter 
writer who posed as a sympa¬ 
thizer. 

Although queer activist 
groups won’t comment on 
whether they will or will not 
attend the rally, several ac¬ 
tivists recommended that oth¬ 
er lesbians and gays make a 
point of attending. 

The rally is on Wednes¬ 
day, July 15, from 11:45 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. at the Bank of 
America World Headquarters, 
345 Montgomery Street. ▼

opportunity so I had to be the 
one individual to do it. People 
tell me that what I did was 
brave, but in reality I had no 
choice. 

“Many people have fought 
the policy in the courts. I 
don’t think the courts are the 
most effective forum for 
changing the policy. I think 
that national public opinion 
and the media is going to 
change the policy. In my 12 
years in the military, I have 
seen what the military re¬ 
sponds to. One is American 
public opinion, and the sec¬ 
ond is the Congpress,” he ex¬ 
plains. 


And what does Meinhold 
envision for his future? 

“Well, first I’m going to 
find a job — something in 
management, training and 
curriculum development. I 
plan to pursue this case all 
the way to the Supreme 
Court if that’s what it takes. 
Now I can be much more ac¬ 
tive in gay rights and gay pol¬ 
itics and I don’t have to be 
worried about people.recog¬ 
nizing me. And I’ll have much 
more personal freedom.”

incident that, she said, yielded 
tapes of just one police chan¬ 
nel with 45 blank minutes 
when there were several po¬ 
lice channels in operation. 

Lederman also sleimmed 
the city attorney for trying 
to force -activists suing the 
city to provide the dates, 
times and places of every 
demonstration they had at¬ 
tended. 

That effort was denied by 
both the Superior Court and 
the state Court of Appeals. 

“It was a blat 2 mt attempt to 
discourage people from filing 
lawsuits against the police re¬ 
lated to political demonstra¬ 
tions. It was a violation of 
their First Amendment 
rights,” Lederman said. 

After two of the plaintiffs 
died of AIDS following a year 
of litigation, Lederman and 
co-counsel Dennis Cunning¬ 
ham asked the Superior 
Court for an eeu-ly trial date 
in view of the fact that sever¬ 
al of the remaining witnesses 
are in poor health. 

Lederman said that al¬ 
though the City Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice “didn’t exactly oppose the 
effort,” chief general liti¬ 
gation attorney Barry Wein¬ 
stein threatened to have the 
plaintiffs with AIDS severed 
from the suit. 

Since that time, plaintiff 
Mark Wang, the producer of 
“Electric City” has died. Before 
Wang died, Lederman said, a 
city attorney donning a surgi¬ 
cal mask j^owed up for a 
bedside deposition from 
Wang. 

The city lawyer said she 
was worried about contract¬ 
ing TB when Wang was recu¬ 
perating from brain surgery. 

Lederman called the inci¬ 
dent “AJDSphobic.” 

“I’ve been told the matter 
is on the agenda of the Police 
Commission, but they should 
triple that amount for 
starters,” Cunningham said of 
the $87,000 offer. “But 
lawyers can do anything they 
want, they have no shame by 
nature. It’s not a serious offer 
and it’s unlikely that my 
clients will accept it. People 
were injured. Eric has a scar 
on his face. The figure is 
ridiculous.” 

During the Oct. 6 inci¬ 
dent, people in a six-block ra¬ 
dius of the Castro District 
were held in stores and busi¬ 
nesses when police ordered 
the area cleared. 

Weinstein told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he “could 
not comment on the matter” 
because it was before the Po¬ 
lice Commission for discus¬ 
sion in executive session. 

Lederman said a key por¬ 
tion of the suit charges that 
the police used traffic regula¬ 
tions in an unlawful way to 
try to suppress political dis¬ 
sent and that the police re¬ 
sponse to the demonstration 
occurred because they were 
opposed to ACT UP’s politi¬ 
cal activism. T

ment News. 

Thomas talked about the 
need to understand the les¬ 
bian agenda as a broad agen¬ 
da, including AIDS and the 
fight for reproductive choice. 
While Paras predicted an in¬ 
creased opportunity to build 
coalitions. Carmen Vazquez, 
who works at the Department 
of Public Health, was less 


hopeful. 

“I don’t share some of the 
optimism about our ability to 
coalesce,” Vazquez said. “His¬ 
torically we are not a coali¬ 
tion movement. The divisions 
and fractions in our move¬ 
ment are alive and well. 
There is a very serious gap 
between those of us who just 
want to be ‘normal’ in a re¬ 
pressive society and those of 
us who understand we will 
not be free until we radically 
2 dter the fundamental values 
of this cduntry. 

“We are not going to have 
political unity as long as we 
insist that the lesbian and gay 
movement is a single-issue 
movement,” Vazquez said. 

Paras agreed. 

“There’s a difference be¬ 
tween leading within the 
movement and stretching the 
movement to understand its 
connections with other move¬ 
ments,” Paras said. 

Rebecca Hall, a member 
of the board of directors of 
Ache, had a different take on 
the issue of coalitions. 

“The purpose of Ache is to 
develop a coherent voice for 
African-American lesbians,” 
Hall said. “When we talk 
about alliance building, for 
me the issue is alliances 
£unong women of color. We 
first need to develop our own 
agenda before we can coa¬ 
lesce with other people’s 
agendas.” 

“Do we have a home as 
lesbians together? I don’t 
think there’s any agenda 
broad enough that automati¬ 
cally encompasses us as les¬ 
bians,” Thomas said. “We 
can’t expect that because 
we’re lesbians we’ll have 
some magical link that brings 
us together. That’s just the re¬ 
ality.” 

Roma Guy, the founder of 
the Women’s Building, talked 


about the difficulty and im¬ 
portance of building bridges. 

Another theme of the dis¬ 
cussion was tactics for visibil¬ 
ity, acceptance and change. 

“My attitude is lesbian vis¬ 
ibility by any means neces¬ 
sary. I walk into the room 
and expect to be acknowl¬ 
edged and listened to or 
they’re going to hear about 
it,” said Ann Keating, a mem¬ 
ber of the board of the les¬ 
bian and gay rights project of 
the ACLU and a member of 
Catherine Did It! “I don’t 
knock on doors, I knock them 
down. 

“I work on the assumption 
of acceptance and if people 
don’t accept me they look 
pretty foolish,” Hall said. 

Meibeck Chung, a member 
of Asian Pacific Sisters £md a 
steelworker, talked about a 
different kind of activism: 
coming out in a hostile envi¬ 
ronment. 

“I remember saying I 
would never be out in the 
trades,” Chung said. “I would 
lose my job, I would lose face. 
But now, five years later, my 
involvement in the lesbian of 
color movement has enabled 
me to be out at work.” 

Catherine Cusic, a long¬ 
time activist, addressed the is¬ 
sue of vision and direction, 
suggesting that the communi¬ 
ty h 2 is been going the wrong 
way. 

“What really is our pur¬ 
pose, to elect people to office? 
No. It’s keeping our commu¬ 
nity active, militant and un¬ 
derstanding which issues are 
important,” Cusic said. “It’s a 
struggle to keep the gay com¬ 
munity, which is increasingly 
upper-class, white, gay male, 
in the streets working for is¬ 
sues like rent control. But the 
real important work is in the 
streets.” ▼

Mythter Misses

I magine Wayne’s World, 
without irony, and you’ll 
get some idea of the lev¬ 
el on which Charles Her¬ 
man-Wurmfeld works in his 
solo performance piece, Ca¬ 
lypso: Teletronic Genius. 
Wurmfeld takes the myth of 
Calypso, abandoned by her 
lover Odysseus, and reinter-

prets it in modern cross-gen¬ 
dered, multimedia terms. 

In the first act, Wurmfeld’s 
Calypso appears on video¬ 
tape, with three monitors. On¬ 
stage, Wurmfeld plays Calyp¬ 
so’s telephone dates: Buffy 
frcm A Family Affair, Gilli- 
gai from Gilligan’s Island 
an d Jeannie from / Dream of 
Jeannie. The strongest part of 
Wurmfeld’s presentation is 
his interactive dialogue with 
his own videotaped image, 
which works convincingly as 
two-way conversation. But the 
self-indulgent content of these 
conversations ranges from ob¬ 
scure to pointless, and the 
characters are shallow carica¬ 


tures. 

Wurmfeld recently played 
JFK at the Eureka Theatre in 
a Marat/Sade-inspired rework¬ 
ing of the Kennedy myth pre¬ 
sented by Elbows Akimbo. 
That show, like this one, took 
a good idea 2 Uid ran it into 
the ground through obfusca¬ 
tion. Reinterpreting classic 
mythology using modern 
technology and contemporary 
pop icons shows a certain 
flair for innovation. But 
Wurmfeld seems unable to 
successfully combine the ele¬ 
ments into a cohesive body of 
work. The alienation of Ca¬ 
lypso is clearly paralleled by 
that of modern society, 
trapped in its own technolog¬ 
ical prison. But this should be 
the point of departure, not the 
whole point. 

In the second act of this 
performance. Calypso is live 
onstage, and his/her suitors 
now appear on the video 
monitors. In a brief “techno¬ 
logical glitch,’’ the video trans¬ 
mission stops and Wurmfeld 
the actor drops character and 
attempts to explain what this 
show is all about. The expla¬ 
nation belies Wurmfeld’s fail¬ 
ure to successfully integrate 
his themes with depth, intelli¬ 
gence or clarity. 

The videography and edit¬ 
ing of Luisa Suta and the mu¬ 
sical design of Kris Force are 
interesting and supportive, 
but they’re ultimately defeat¬ 
ed by a low message-to-medi- 
um ratio. Art is both process 
and product, and in Calypso: 
Teletronic Genius, Charles 
Herman-Wurmfeld has al¬ 
lowed himself too much of 
the former and too little of 
the latter. ▼

A series of short pieces 
grappling with and 
celebrating the young 
Latina/o lesbian and 
gay experience. Mi Madrina 
Always Danced With Women 
and She Led, packed the tiny 
Brava! for Women in the Arts 
theatre on June 30 and July 1. 

The performers, some of 
whom were writing and act¬ 
ing for the first time, convinc¬ 
ingly wrestled with issues of 
identity, family and oppres¬ 
sion through verses that float¬ 
ed between English and 
Spanish. 

“What am I hiding? I have 
nothing to hide — no puedo 
cambiar (I cannot change). I’m 
too tired for games. I just 
want to get to where I’m go¬ 
ing, but if you want to play, 
we will, pero yo voy a ganar 
(but I’m going to win),” 
thought one character at¬ 
tempting to come out and ac¬ 
cept himself. 

A highly personal, self-ex¬ 
ploratory tone contributed 
rawness and vulnerability to 
many of the works. 

“I shouldn’t look at her the 
way I do. Maybe I should 
have been born a man. 
Maybe God made a mistake. 
It’s all just a stupid joke. All I 
know is I love her the way I 
shouldn’t. I feel disgusting 
touching her the way I do.’’ 

Pieces flowed from con¬ 
fronting feelings of self-doubt, 
self-hatred and shame to pow¬ 
erfully affirming young dyke- 
dom, to questioning genera¬ 
tional and cultural differ¬ 


ences. 

“Doesn’t she get it? When 
you’re in the life, you got to 
keep secrets. These young 
ones, calling themselves les¬ 
bians and feminists, they 
were all in diapers when 
Stonewall happened,” decried 
an older butch fed up with 
her young lover. 

Incantations of Desire 

The collection ended with 
a group choreopoem explor¬ 
ing sexuality. Interspersed 
with the chant “This is your 
body,” players exchanged del¬ 
icate incantations of desire. 
“Peeling her like raw fruit, I 


bleed pleasure.” 

The performance grew out 
of weekly writing, acting and 
improvisation workshops 
called “Write On! Act Out!” 
led by Chicana lesbian play¬ 
wright and poet Cherrie Mor- 
aga specifically for queer 
youth of color. The classes 
were organized by the Lamb¬ 
da Youth and Family Empow¬ 
erment Program of Lyon-Mar- 
tin Women’s Health Services. 

The autobiographical na¬ 
ture of the works became in¬ 
creasingly evident during a 
discussion following the show, 
when the almost entirely Lati-

Lost in a Visual Jungle

D irector Atom Egoy¬ 
an, who first won 
widespread critical 
notice with his 1989 
film Speaking Parts, is back 
with his fourth feature film 
(Next of Kin and Family 
Viewing are his other works) 
The Adjuster, winner of the 
Special Jury Prize at the 
Moscow Film Festival. Egoy¬ 
an, who says he “wanted to 
make a film about believable 
people doing believable 
things in an unbelievable 
way,” recently spoke with the

Warren Sonbert: You’ve 
made an extraordinary 
work. Could you speak 
about the system of checks 
and balances that seems to 
predominate in your 
screenplay — in other 
words, an element intro¬ 
duced always eventually 
seems to find its correla¬ 
tive? 

Atom Egoyan; It’s a curi¬ 
ous process. Usually my 
choices are intuitive. I’m 


drawn to set up systems and to 
have my characters set up sys¬ 
tems that at some level be¬ 
come dysfunctional. This 
should be reflected in the film 
structure itself. The characters 
buy into certain forms, while I 
parallel them with my 
rhythms, but eventually these 
grounds give way or partially 
give way. 

Ideally, this creates a ten¬ 
sion, a series of coincidences 
that is cinematically enlighten¬ 
ing — creating a system and 
then being betrayed by it. The 
characters are overwhelmed 
by all this visual information. 
They are lost in a jungle of the 
visual. But ultimately this 
doesn’t anchor them. The 
characters should be kept on 
their toes — as the filmmaker 
should, as the viewing audi¬ 
ence should. 

Your work certainly sets a 
tone of queasiness — a sense 
of dread. 

Expectations are always be¬ 
ing betrayed. Things and sys¬ 
tems invite analysis, but do 
they always deserve that 
weight? The leads, Hera and 
Noah, have feelings and emo¬ 
tions that are so repressed, 
they have to find an outlet in 
some form. I love the idea of 
people believing that they can 
tame the reality around them. 
But what really happens is 
that it’s the people themselves 
who get tamed. 

You know you mentioned 
the charm, the Hand of Fati¬ 
ma key chain, dangling in 
No 2 ih’s car. In Seattle, some¬ 
one pointed out that this is a 
traditional symbol of an insur¬ 
ance company. I love to play 
with things on an intuitive lev¬ 
el and then let the resonances 
accumulate. But working on 
this scale of filmmaking, with 
this kind of budget, sometimes 
robs the project of a certain 
kind of spontaneity. 

Why Cinemascope? 

I loved what it said about 
these people’s relationship to 
the space. I like to be aware of 
their relationship to the frame 
as a territory. Like, what right 
do they have to t^e up that 
much space? 

The decors are also fairly re¬ 
markable — from the 
spooky, almost sci-fi clutter 
of the censors’ office to the 
undevelopment of the build¬ 
ing site. 

The tract is particularly vul¬ 
nerable to what might have 
been there. 

There seems to be an inter¬ 
esting correspondence be¬ 
tween everyone living at the 
motel and no one living at 
the building tract. Are these 
your takes on modern living? 

I’m drawn to hotels. I 
worked in one for a few years. 


I love the idea of buying the 
right to call a certain space 
“home” for whatever money 
that might entail. But the real¬ 
ity is really so tentative. I like 
the other world behind a hotel 
— the people who work there. 
The times you’d knock on a 
door, and then somehow in¬ 
vade the presence of a sleeping 
family: the waiting for some¬ 
one else to assign value to 
your life. 

Is Noah all things to all peo¬ 
ple — save perhaps in the 
end to his own family? 
And- do you see him, per-

haps, as a sexual angel, a 
Teorema figure like Ter¬ 
ence Stamp in Pasolini’s 
film? 

That’s one of my favorite 
films. I love this idea that 
Noah is a blank canvas; he is 
whatever people project onto 
him. Stamp has more control; 
he understands his power — 
he exists at the level of a 
metaphor. Noah is just a com¬ 
passion junkie; he’s over¬ 
whelmed by what’s expected 
of him. He doesn’t accept the 
concept of emotional commu¬ 
nication. Noah’s last name is 
Renders, and that’s the trap in 
what he thinks is his role. 

Do Mimi and Bubba have to 
pay for all these men — the 
little boys, the football team, 
the executives, the Shriners? 
Are there that many male 
prostitutes in Toronto? 

Bubba is Arabic for father, 
which is, of course, what he 
misses and lacks. The men 
who they hire are witnesses. 
You know anyone can rent 
football players. That’s the 
York University team. They 
were all such macho guys. 
Then when we mentioned that 
“one of you has to go down on 


her,” they all got a little up¬ 
tight about it. 

You seem so involved in 
your character’s vocations, 
occupations. Then how did 
Bubba make all his money? 
He’s so “shadowy” compared 
to everyone else. And if he’s 
made all this money, how 
could he be so flaky? 

A professional sports figure 
could make a lot of money. I 
guess I see Bubba and Mimi 
more as metaphors. Perhaps 
as a brother and sister from a 
very rich family whose par¬ 
ents have died. 

Are the Renders meant to be 
specifically Armenian? Or 
are they just generically “for¬ 
eign”? 

When I saw the rushes, I re- 
gdized how ethnically linked 
the leads were. The sisters 
were meant to be Armenian 
but, as you realize in the end, 
Noah isn’t even really part of 
this family and can’t even un¬ 
derstand the language. I was 
interested in the seeming to be 
linked, but not really linked. 
Seta, Hera’s sister, is a trauma¬ 
tized individual, not retarded. 
The exhibitionist is that dread 
around the corner. Forces that 
one can’t control make them¬ 
selves manifest. 

Can you say a word or two 
about the film’s morality or 
your morality? A criticism 
that can be leveled at the 
work is its conventional em¬ 
brace of morality. Hera 
won’t fool around with either 
her co-workers or the kindly, 
sexy doctor she’s met. Bubba 
looks wistfully toward the 
traditional family as what 
he’d like to attain. Surely 
you can’t be buying into Dan 
Quayle-ism? 

There is no imposing moral 
order. My biggest fear is that 
the film is read moralistically. 
Noah wasn’t even an adulterer. 
Mimi and Bubba’s activities 
were just getting out of control 
— an innocent eye was watch¬ 
ing them, the little boy. Bubba 
hires the boy as a counterbal¬ 
ance to the hired boys for sex. 

But these judgmental posi¬ 
tions are dangerous — and can 
lead to censorship. A censor 

board has become draconian; it 
has become a system unto it¬ 
self. The audience should be 
thrown into a quandary, but 
they should be able to absorb 
the contradictions within the 
film. And if people don’t get 
this, that’s no reason why my 
mind shouldn’t be generous 
enough to expect that they 
might. I love the fact that peo¬ 
ple are confused by the moral¬ 
ity of the film. ▼

AtomEgoyan's 'The Adjuster' 

Accommodating 
The Awful

A tom Egoyan’s The 
Adjuster is one of 
the best films of the 
year. It mixes in¬ 
tense irony with extreme 
pain. 

Noah (Elias Koteas) is an 
insurance adjuster; he pursues 
clients whose homes have 
been destroyed by fire and 
helps them out with their 
property claims. His wife 
Hera (Arsinee Khanjlan) is a 
censor who videotapes con¬ 
demned porno material and 
later gives the tapes to her sis¬ 
ter Seta, to show her how she 
spends her work time. Seta 
has now become addicted to 
watching these videos in pri¬ 
vate. 

Since Noah also goes to 
bed with his clients, both 
male and female — like 
Terence Stamp’s sexual angel 
in Pasolini’s Teorema — as 
part of providing comfort and 
sustenance, he, like his wife, 
is then engaged in putting out 
fires (adjuster, censor) and 
then creating new ones (sexu¬ 
al catalysts). Two scenes 
apiece have them playing 
with flashlights — the illumi¬ 
nators, the fire bugs. 

Into this olio pops Mimi 
and Bubba, their names as in¬ 
fantile and reiterative as their 
behavior, a wildly wealthy 
couple who pursue le dernier 
cri of decadence. During the 
course of the film, they dress 
up as cheerleader and coach. 
Cub Scout mother and direc¬ 
tor, servant and master, work¬ 
ing girl and bum, and pro¬ 
ceed to have a variety of 
forms of public sex. They 
rent a football team, a Cub 
Scout troop, a Shriners’ club 
and a batch of business exec¬ 
utives to satisfy their sexual 
fantasies. (I wasn’t aware that 
there were that many male 
prostitutes in Toronto.) 

Wistful Yearning 

Bubba enters the lives of 
Noah and Hera, yearning 
wistfully at their supposed 
“normalcy,” not aware that 
Noah sleeps with everyone at 
the temporary housing ser¬ 
vice of the local motel or that 
Hera is pursued herself by a 
slimy crew of her fellow cen¬ 
sors and her dermatologist 
(who is given to sexual innu¬ 
endoes as he burns off her 
warts). 

Noah and his family live in 
a “model house” on a develop¬ 
ment site that went broke. 
Now they’re the only inhabi¬ 
tants of the tract housing of a 
barren, unpaved estate. Noah 
dallies with archery, with the 
site’s come-hither billboards 
as targets. His arrows accu¬ 
mulate around this idealized 
living imagery that bears no 
relation to reality. Most of 
the film’s characters are 
housed at the motel, which 
would be empty if not for the 
misfortunes of Noah’s clients. 

As Seta’s addiction to 
viewing pornography grows, 
an exhibitionist jerks off at 
her bedroom window. Mean¬ 
while, Noah beds a leather 
man, lover of one of his 
clients, as Hera is set upon by 
the novice censor Tyler at the 
their creepy. Alien like of¬ 
fices. Hera shoves Tyler’s 


hand up her crotch and 
laughs hysterically as she re¬ 
calls just such an image and 
reaction when Mimi and Bub¬ 
ba performed a similar scene 
on the subway in front of her. 
They were “playing” office 
secretary and homeless bag 
man, as one of their in-public 
fantasies, for the shocked 
delectation of onlookers. 

Checks and Balances 

The film is a series of 
checks and balances — no el¬ 
ement is introduced that does 
not have its eventual correla¬ 
tion and placement else¬ 
where. Seta burns images of 
her old family house as she 
does “not believe in keeping 
mementos” — and later her 
own house burns. 

This contrasts with two in¬ 


tensely moving scenes involv¬ 
ing Noah’s clients: Arianne 
finding a precious ring, her 
hand shaking to retrieve it 
from the rubble, and Larry’s 
breakdown after looking at 
pictures of his now burned 
dog and being asked by Noah 
for an estimate of his pet’s val- 
ue. Noah will give these peo¬ 
ple sex for comfort but is un¬ 
aware of their real loss — 


even though he constantly 
refers to them as being in “a 
state of shock.” 

An ominous undercurrent 
runs through the film — how 
the safe surroundings of mod¬ 
ern living are coll 2 ^sing or be¬ 
ing adjusted to accommodate 
the awful or, at least, the unex¬ 
pected. The low growl of the 
music track compares to the 
best of David Lynch’s film 


scores, and a dangling toy 
Hand of Fatima in Noah’s car 
signals that dreaded kismet of 
disaster that life often deals.

ly a Prince aficionado, in¬ 
formed me that these were 
two of the singer-composer’s 
least f 2 imiliar, more obscure 
tunes, I was glad to be getting 
Prince at his most arty. 

The Friday, July 3, program 
included a second ballet (that 
term seems like a misnomer) 
by Pucci called Moon of the 
Falling Leaves, confirming 
the budding choreographer’s 
paucity of talent and Joffrey 
artistic management’s willing¬ 
ness to compound one error 
by repeating it again. 

Moon is an ode, or tribute 
of sorts, to Native American 
life, performed (as I recall) by 
one black and three white 
boys, dressed in side-fringed 
pants with bare torsos. Moon 
is not really a dance, but more 
of a ritual walk where the 
men eventually create a teepee 
by standing on their hands. 
Later, while the audience lis¬ 
tens to a prerecorded tape of a 
man speaking in a Native 
American dialect, the perform¬ 
ers make a series of hand and 
arm gestures. Moon wasn’t 
particularly offensive; it was 
just pretentious and dumb. 

Remarkable Dancing 

The best new piece for San 
Francisco audiences was Lau¬ 
ra Dean’s Light Field, also 
seen on Friday night, which 
was coupled with a separate, 
introductory pas de deux 
called Structure. The pas, de¬ 
spite fluorescent pink unitards 
for dancers Beatriz Rodriguez 
and Pierre Lockett, was negli¬ 
gible and escapes any particu¬ 
lar impression in my mind. 
But Light Field was a re¬ 
markable flood of dancing for 
four couples dressed in shim¬ 
mering gold fabric — pants 
and short-sleeved shirts for the 
men and knee-length skirts 
and blouses for the women. 

Dean, previously known for 
her preoccupations with spin¬ 
ning movement and geometric 
configurations, has made a 
new dance that reveals the Jof¬ 
frey at its very best: exuberant 
and, alternately, athletic and 
lyrical. The dancers enter and 
exit in waves, demonstrating 
various sequences and permu¬ 
tations of step-kick, step-turn 
and step-jump combinations. I 
especially liked the propulsive, 
driving score by Glenn Bran¬ 
ca, suggesting, at times, a 


ceived with mostly stony si¬ 
lence by a presumably disap¬

TheJoffrey Ballet Dances Into Town 

Bold Enough to Be Bad

O ne of the things I’ve 
always admired 
most about the Jof¬ 
frey Ballet is the 
_ less of its directors — 
when in search of the novel, 
the artistically fresh, the 
saleable — to present new 
material that defines the 
mesining of bad taste. 

Certainly the choreograph¬ 
ic career of Gerald Arpino, 
the company’s current artistic 
director and chief choreogra¬ 
pher, encouraged by his late 
partner and the company’s 
founder, Robert Joffrey, is a 
testament to this fact. And 
now that the dust has settled 
from last year’s fiscal crises 
and an attempted manage¬ 
ment coup, it appears the vic¬ 
torious Arpino will continue 
the company’s tradition of ex¬ 
perimental, hit-or-miss pro¬ 
gramming. 

The Joffrey opened its an¬ 
nual, two-week run a week 
ago on Thursday at the Opera 
House. (Why, I wondered, did 
the compsmy, sponsored by 
the SF Symphony, choose to 
start just before everyone 
skipped town for the July 4 
weekend?) Scheduling snafus 
aside, this year the Jeffrey’s 
bold repertoire features 
eight local premieres, includ¬ 
ing the comp 2 my debut (yes¬ 
terday and repeated on Fri¬ 
day cind Saturday evenings at 
8 p.m.) of the recreation of 
Leonide Massine’s historic al- 
legoricad ballet Les Presages, 
originally choreographed in 


1933, set to Tchaikovsky’s 
Fifth Symphony and last seen 
in America in the 1940s. 

The rest of the Jeffrey’s 
new dances are chock-full of 
contemporary work with the 
pas de deux from a projected 
evening-length dance called 
Billboards, music by Prince, 
getting last week’s biggest 
chunk of media hype. I saw

the Thursday, July 2, opening 
night performance, including 
the short. Prince-inspired duo 
(was it 10 minutes long?). 
Most notably, this depressing- 
ly wholesome, “I wanna be 
nasty” romp confirms that 
choreographer Peter Pucci 
(formerly a veteran dancer 
with Pilobolus) will never ri¬ 


val Fred Ashton or, for that 
matter, Fred Astaire. Even 
Fred Flintstone may still 
have the upper hand. 

Slo-Mo Body Rub 

In fact, the Pucci-Prince 
pas de deux might best be de¬ 
scribed as an MTV-inspired, 
slow-motion body rub with 
occasional, orgasmic leg 
kicks. But unlike music 
videos, there was only one 
camera (the audience’s van¬ 
tage point) and no editing 
and, hence, no speed, frag¬ 
mentation or energy. 

The costumes (designed by 
Christine Joly) were as kitsch 
as one gets: a crimson-red uni- 
tard for the big-bottomed girl 
(Jodie Gates) 2 md black short- 
shorts with a mesh, sleeveless 
black T and black boots for 
the boy (matinee-idol hand¬ 
some Philip Gardner). One as¬ 
tute (and possibly inspired) 
observer wondered, once the 
curtain fell, whether it would 
have been appropriate to rush 
the stage in an attempt to 
stuff an appreciative dollar 
bill in the young man’s abbre¬ 
viated attire. Judging this 
question, although highly rel¬ 
evant, as beyond the immedi¬ 
ate realm of my professional 
responsibility, I declined to 
answer. 

I did, however, find 
Prince’s music (two songs,

to be rather engaging, sug¬ 
gesting a grinding, plaintive 
eroticism.

/ / 1 ^ verybody in the 
gay community, it 
4 seemed, had a sto- 
f ry to tell about An¬ 
drew Crispo.” Well, not ev¬ 
erybody. The statement is 
from the prologue to David 
France’s true crime account 
of the 1985 murder of Eigil 
Vesti. It was a particularly 
brutal crime, pinned finally to 
art dealer and cocaine psycho 
Andrew Crispo. The story is 
riddled with big names, wild 



sex scenes, scandal, and mon¬ 
ey and drugs. Its backdrop is 
the Manhatteui of the 1970s 
and ’80s — famous clubs and 
ben’s, art galleries, society par¬ 
ties, co-ops and limousines. 

In the winter of 1985, if 
you lived in Greenwich Vil¬ 
lage as I did, you began to see 
posters on every phone pole 
and brick front — particular¬ 
ly arresting posters, as the 
photograph showed a stun¬ 
ning blond man with a mod¬ 
el’s sculptured cheeks, his 
shirt half-open, his expression 
a little sexy, a little distant. 
Under the picture, the words, 
“MISSING! Foul Play Sus¬ 
pected. Norwegian F.I.T Stu¬ 
dent Last Seen Friday, 
February 22, Midnight, in 
Chelsea/West Village Area.” 
Some descriptive data about 
the missing man was listed as 
well. Eyes: blue. Hair: 
blond. Height: 5’11”. Weight: 
135. Age: 26. 

This lost dreamboat 
caught everyone’s attention, 
of course, and bar talk on 
Christopher Street centered 
on what may have happened

to the poor kid. In New York, 
anything can happen. 

In Manhattan, stories such 
as this take on an unreal, 
soap-operalike quality; sure, 
it’s frightening and indicative 
of how dangerous and sick 
the city is becoming, but as 
we follow the progress in the 
Post every day, there’s a 
gjeat charge, too. Specula¬ 
tion forms some unusual 
bonds. Little old ladies and 
leather queens trade opinions 
and theories. New Yorkers 
need to share their frustra¬ 
tion, their discontent, their 
justifiable fear. Millions of 
folks read all about it on the 
subway in the morning, and 
then at their offices or in cof¬ 
fee shops, analyze the latest 
development. It is the urban 
version of chatting over the 
backyard fence. 

Dramatic Developments 

And the Vesti case devel¬ 
oped very dramatically. 
Some weeks later, Vesti’s 
dead body was discovered in 
Rockland County on the 
grounds of a fancy estate. 
The body was found nude, 
bound and mutilated horribly; 
indeed, Vesti would have 
been unrecognizable except 
that the leather hood over his 
head had protected his pretty 
face. 

A young man, Bernard 
LeGeros, whose parents 
owned the property, was ar¬ 
rested for Vesti’s murder. He 
was intriguing mostly because 
his family was extraordinarily 
wealthy; his mother was a re¬ 
search scientist, his father a 
diplomat. He was of further 
interest because he was also 
quite beautiful — big, lazy, 
dark eyes; copper coloring a 
sneering expression. So now 
there were some tsk tsk tsks 
in the gay bars, where a 
lover’s quarrel was imagined. 
For one of the unshockable 
populations of the world, 
some shocks were forthcom¬ 
ing, though. 

Days passed with juicy 
headlines. LeGeros, only 19 
years old, was employed as a 
bodyguard for Andrew 
Crispo, the owner of one of 
the more prestigious, if con¬ 
troversial, New York art gal¬ 
leries. Stories were conflict¬ 
ing (and continue to be), but 
the generally accepted ver¬ 
sion is that during some 
rough sex games out at the 
LeGeros home, Andrew 
Crispo ordered Bernard Le¬ 
Geros to execute Vesti and 
then set him on fire. Crispo’s 
involvement in the case ele¬ 
vated it from simply another 
Manhattan melodrama to one 
of the great local scandals of 
the 1980s. 

Crispo was well-known, a 
fixture at charity parties in 
the evening and at sleaze 
clubs late at night. He had 
made his mark in a very com¬ 
petitive, elitist world: the art 
world. And not the art of ex¬ 
clusive storefront galleries in 
the East Village or pop art or 
Soho; these environments are 
difficult enough to infiltrate, 
but Crispo made it big on 
57th Street, meaning interna¬ 
tional art, private collections, 
auctions. The big boys. 

His reputation was always 
shady and disintegrated over 
the years until most people 


would not deal with him. He 
broke the rules, he cheated, 
he was untrustworthy and 
ruthless. And, it became in¬ 
creasingly apparent, Crispo 
was cruel. 

Twisted Relationship 

The story that emerged 
over the following months, re¬ 
counted in David France’s 
book, was the story of a rela¬ 
tionship that exploded. When 
Crispo first met LeGeros, he 
came on to him, but LeGeros 
maintained he was straight. 
The boy was definitely 
gripped by some kind of at¬ 
traction for Crispo, though, 
having to do, it seems, with 
the kind of power Crispo had, 
his bearing, the milieu Crispo 
had mastered. 

LeGeros was hired as a 
sort of bodyguard/errand boy; 
his duties involved threaten¬ 
ing and beating guys Crispo 
picked up. LeGeros always 
said he thought Crispo’s 
tricks were into the scenes, 
willing and consenting. In 
some cases, that was probably 
true; in others, things got out 
of hand. Crispo encouraged 
wilder and wilder scenes. 
Guns, drugs, hit men, stalk¬ 
ing, payoffs. 

LeGeros was Crispo’s chief 
and favorite, but there were 
other young guys who, for a 
gram of coke and some cash.

would fuck some trussed-up, 
blindfolded trick and then beat 
him. Crispo and his buddies 
would hop from the Limelight 
to the Anvil to the Hellfire 
Club. 

One of Crispo’s tricks 
turned out to be Eigil Vesti, a 
Norwegian fashion student. 
Though it appears that Vesti 
was quite aware of what he 
was getting into and had had 
some past experience with 
S/M scenes, he could never 
have been prepared for his 
evening with Crispo and Le¬ 
Geros. 


Lacking Insight 

I was not put off, as some 
gay reviewers have been, by 
the way Bag of Toys presents 


gay men or the gay scene. By 
and large, France is accurate 
(at least to my recollection) in 
his descriptions of the places, 
and his overall tone does not 
seem to be particularly judg¬ 
mental or patronizing. 

The author’s voice is jour¬ 
nalistic, reporting the progres¬ 
sion of events chronologically. 
The prose is competent, in 
some sections quite evocative, 
although the epigraphs at the 
beginning of each chapter — 
everyone from Burroughs to 
Warhol to Artaud — are a bit 
heavy-handed. France covered 
the Crispo case from the start 
in The New York Native and 
is easily one of the more qual¬ 
ified journalists to write a full 
account. Bag of Toys is a re¬ 
spectable effort within its 
genre, but falls sadly short on 
insight. 

The real meat of the story 
is the relationship between 
Crispo and LeGeros, the dy¬ 
namic of betrayal and trust, 
the l 2 uiguage only they seemed 
to understand, the intense, un¬ 
controlled greed which pro¬ 
pelled them separately and to¬ 
gether. Each of them, alone, 
was a fairly serious nut case; 
when they got together, 
though, their lives and the 
lives of those around them 
were considerably more com¬ 
plicated and frightening. This 
seems to be France’s premise, 
but he reports it more thor¬ 
oughly than he analyzes it. 

France obviously wishes to 
avoid a sensationalistic stance 
regarding S/M and sexual 
fetishes, and the gay communi¬ 
ty, for that matter. Unfortu¬ 
nately, he also avoids illumi¬ 
nating very much about these

Galas. 

It was stated in the pro¬ 
motion for the Roseland 
show that the “proceeds 
would benefit four AIDS 
service organizations.” 

It was an odd night. No 
one mentioned AIDS except 
Diamanda and the lead 
singer from Soul Asylum. 
No one mentioned Houi. Co¬ 
host Ice-T (!) did mention 
how he used to diss gays, 
but here he was hosting an 
AIDS event. (I guess he still 
thinks AIDS is a gay dis¬ 
ease.) 

No condoms were in 
sight. But there were a few 
wild rumors floating around. 
The most disturbing was 
that the Butthole Surfers de¬ 
manded and were paid 
$15,000 to perform at the 
benefit. 

The afternoon following 
the concert, at the closing 
artists’ panel, Diamanda 
Galas, in the middle of a 
rant against ^ys who “go 
limp at the sight of a con¬ 
dom 2 ind the women and 
men who let them get a way 
with it,” suddenly demanded 
a full accounting of the ben¬ 
efit’s monies. She asked how 
much was actually raised for 
the AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions £ind how much was 
spent on “expenses.” 

Certainly appropriate and 
legitimate questions. No one 
answered. From the floor I 
asked Gibby Hayes, leader 
of the Butthole Surfers, who 
sat on the artists’ panel, if it 
“was true that the Buttholes

were paid $15,000 to play 
the benefit?” 

He refused to answer, 
muttering something about 
expenses. All hell broke 
loose in the room, culminat¬ 
ing in a chant from the audi¬ 
ence: “Give it back. Give it 
back. Give it back.” 

Since then there has been 
much posturing by the Butt- 
holes, the New Music Semi¬ 
nar’s spokespeople and Cap¬ 
ital Record’srep- 

resentatives on behalf of 
their artists, the Buttholes. 

There still has not been a 
public accounting of the ben¬ 
efit. Prong, Soul Asylum 
and Diamanda Galas report¬ 
edly received no more than 
$400 each in expenses. The 
Buttholes have not returned 
the money. 

So beware. Good inten¬ 
tions do not alone make a 
good and profitable benefit.

No View Festival in SanJose 

Life on the Fringe

W e’ve all seen the¬ 
atres set up in 
abandoned ware¬ 
houses and di¬ 
verse spaces, but the No 
View Theatre of San Jose was 
set up and is maintained in a 
fully functioning warehouse 
by a company called the 
Nouveau Performance 
Troupe. It’s a place to keep 
an eye on. 

The space is no larger than 
the studio at Theatre 
Rhinoceros, about 50 seats at 
the ihost. I was there to see 
the No View Theatre Fringe 
Festival, produced in associa¬ 
tion with the San Jose Down¬ 
town Association. The short 
run of this festival included 
some nifty multiculturalism 
and, unfortunately, some 
deeply rooted homophobia. 

The first piece up was El 
Oro de los 500 Anos, present¬ 
ed by Teatro Vision de San 
Jose and written by a group 
of three Chicano men. It’s a 
retelling of the arrival in the 
Americ 2 is of the Europeans, 
as told from a native point of 
view and written in response 
to the media-hyped celebra¬ 
tion of the arrival of Colum¬ 
bus. 

The sharp tang of copal in¬ 
cense fills the small space. 
Performers appear in bright 
colors and feathers. Music is 
performed on traditional in¬ 
struments: drums, sea shells, 
reed flutes. A narrator tr 2 ms- 
forms from janitor to an 
Aztec spirit; this is the shape- 
shifting trickster of Augusto 
Boal’s Theatre of the Op¬ 
pressed. He brings back the 
skeleton-spirits of Columbus, 
Cortez, Charles I, Ferdinand 
and Isabella; they are greedy 
capit 2 dist acquisitionists using 
20th-century corporate lan¬ 
guage. 

The style is simplistic and 
the acting broad; it’s not a 
style of theatre I’m used to 
watching. I was just getting 


into the political message and 
connecting on a gut level with 
the oppression they were pre¬ 
senting when in enters 
Charles I — a mincing, lisp¬ 
ing, self-centered size queen. 

I could have cried. Why 
does one minority use homo- 
phobic images to tear down 
the culture that is oppressing 
all of us. Did they expect me 
to swallow my integrity amd

join in a raised-fist salute? Did 
they really? Did they think I 
wouldn’t be in the audience? 
Did they not think at all? 

Silly Scientists 

The Regresso-Analysis Ma¬ 
chine was a movement/ 
three-dimensional construc¬ 
tion piece created by the Nou¬ 
veau Performance Troupe 
and Steve Storz. It’s broad 
physical comedy; a group of 
four “scientists’’ dance around 
a Rube Goldberg contraption 
generally being silly. Are we 
supposed to believe that sci¬ 
entists are goofy incompe¬ 
tents? The Three Stooges told 
us that 50 years ago. The 
music by Steve Storz is won- - 
derful, sort of primitive-com¬ 
ic, and the machine, also by 
Storz, was fun to look at. 


Benchmark, created and 
performed by Wendy Blake¬ 
ley, is a sort of mime a la 
Samuel Beckett. The physical 
comedy could have been 
sharper. Suspended Anima¬ 
tion featured Blakeley sus-, 
pended in a sling. Instead of a 
combination of gymnastics 
and ballet, we see a dancer re¬ 
stricted, not set free, by the 
harness. There were mo¬ 
ments of childlike joy on the 
performer’s face, but this was 
not enough to sustain the 
piece. 

The Rift in the Lute, writ¬ 
ten and performed by Bonda 
Lewis, features Louisa May 
Alcott speaking on suffrage. 
It’s a charming, darkly hu¬ 
morous monologue, per¬ 
formed with heart and just 
the perfect degree of frustrat¬ 
ed detachment — an uplifting 
message of women’s rights. 

But the piece de resis¬ 
tance of the evening was a 
duo of performances by 
Bruce Lee of the Bulkhead 
Collective in Santa Cruz. Lee 
onstage seems quintessential- 
ly queer: we’ve no idea of his 
sexual orientation or his 
gender. The poetry of his text 
transcends categories, and his 
physical appearance slips gen¬ 
tly through a number of gen¬ 
der possibilities. 

His first piece was Love 
Lies, a collection of vignettes 
both sweet and bittersweet, 
all centered around relation¬ 
ships. Lee changes himself 
from a bag lady into a cult fa¬ 
natic, from a television talk¬ 
ing head into a revealing por¬ 
trait of himself. 

The 23 Sexes features Lee 
as a medical specialist ex¬ 
plaining gender and sex. Gen¬ 
der after gender unravel and 
are explained under his mas¬ 
terful hand, and with each 
new gender, Lee transforms 
himself! This is queer theatre 
extraordinaire. Call No View

Fratelli Bologna's 'Medea' 


An Awful Funny Tragedy 


by Noreen C. Barnes 

T he Bologna Medea, 
Fratelli Bologna’s 
comic rendering of 
the Medea myth, is 
described in advertisements 
as “an ancient Greek travesty’’ 
and “an awful funny tragedy.” 
Neither phrase comes close to 
capturing what it’s like just to 
sit and talk to the Bolognas in 
between rehearsals. The ir¬ 
reverence and energy of the 
four performers are infec¬ 
tious, and as I chatted with 
them at their Army Street 
studio, they assured me not to 
be concerned if things were 
not clear or my questions not 
answered, as Richard Dupell 
said, “We’ve never been ac¬ 
cused of clarity.” 

The Fratelli quartet — 
Richard Dupell (Nurse), 
William Hall (Jason), John X. 
Heart (Medea) and Drew 
Letchworth (as both Wally 
and Erick, Medea’s sons) — 
in collaboration with director 
Albert Takazauckas has re¬ 


vised and redesigned their 
Medea performed last fall as 
part of the San Francisco 
Shakespeare Festival at Gold¬ 
en Gate Park for the indoor 
setting of the Cowell Theatre. 

In a multipronged explo¬ 
ration of the family, relation¬ 
ships, gender politics, betrayal 
and revenge, this travesty of 
Greek tragedy will be accom¬ 
panied by live music by Jo¬ 
hannes Mager, formerly of 
the Brass Band. 

In searching for a new 
work to tackle, the Bolognas 
originally looked at Greek 
comedies, but realized that 
their own commedia-based 
work already covered that 
ground. Of Lysistrata, 
Drew Letchworth com¬ 
plained, “It had no meat on 
it,” but they were surprised 
by “being taken” by Medea 
as they started reading tragic 
plays. 

Inspired by Ludlam 

Her story and its rich 
themes grew on them, and as 


they explored different trans¬ 
lations and versions, they 
were particularly inspired by 
Charles Ludlam’s rendition. 
“It made the language accessi¬ 
ble,” said Letchworth, and 
provided “a way in” to their 
own unique creation in The 
Bologna Medea. 

William Hall, who plays 
the narcissistic Jason, noted 
that they were attracted to 
the story line and the idea of 
someone taking care of their 
own destiny, particularly the 
fact that it was a woman do¬ 
ing that. Richard Dupell, as 
the stoic, put-upon Nursie, 
spoke about the creation of 
“believable women charac¬ 
ters” and going beyond the 
cartoon experience of them. 

Heart said that the 
Bologna version doesn’t “take 
a righteous stand” but rather 
looks “at people in a situa¬ 
tion.” There is no overt polit¬ 
ical agenda here in doing 
travesty roles, and the tragic 
themes are able to be main¬ 
tained within their context

no/a collective addressed many 
of the same issues about their 
own lives as they had onstage. 
Many of the performers said 
that the class has led them to 
feel more comfortable with 
their identities, and less isolat¬ 
ed as Latina/o lesbian and gay 
youth. 

“Last year you wouldn’t 
have caught me dead in one of 
these things. Now I’m more 
comfortable saying that I’m a 
lesbian and helping others 
come out,” said Jessie Aguirre, 
one of the writers and per¬ 
formers in the collaboration. 

“Cherrie tells us to write it 
the way it comes out of your 
heart — tells us not to censor 


ourselves. After one year I’m 
really proud of who I am,” 
Raul Aguilar, another partici¬ 
pant, said. 

One performer explained 
the boost she has experienced 
£is a writer as well as the in¬ 
creased sense of self she devel¬ 
oped through the class. 

“Before, I never wrote any¬ 
thing, because I thought no¬ 
body’s going to even care. The 
class made me realize parts of 
me I didn’t know. When 
you’re writing, it all just comes 
out.” 

Moraga concluded the dis¬ 
cussion by pointing to the 
power behind the perfor¬ 
mance: honesty from the gut. 

“The young people weren’t 
taking all these risks intellectu¬ 
ally, but because their hearts 
and their minds and their guts 
are queer. Their relationship 
to sexuality is very honest, 
very pure — right out of the 
gut.” ▼

Butch With a Thesis 

Susie Bright's Sexual Reality: A Virtual Sex World Read¬ 
er 

by Susie Bright; Cleis Press, $9.95 

Susie's been around; she's been seen signing copies 
of Sexual Reality in Berkeley,fielding questions about 
her politically incorrect bisexuality; a reprint of the 
penultimate essay in her latest collection appeared in 
the East Bay Express; and her essay "Undressing 
Camille," exposing Camille Paglia as a potential lesbian, 
graced OutLook's last issue. 

No, she didn't really kiss 
Donohue; that chapter title is 
a tease. But Bright keeps our 
interest, lavishing us with a 
never-ending supply of details 
from her own sex life. She's 
had affairs with men and 
women, she's calling herself 
bisexual, she's using dildos, 
she's raising a child. It's got to 
be better than kissing any talk- 
show host I've ever heard of. 

Combining honesty and strong 
opinions. Bright gathers a col¬ 
lection of essays on the "Virtu¬ 
al Sex World." In Chapter 7, 

"The Virtual Orgasm," Bright quotes an authoritative 
friend on the subject: "Virtual reality is simply a living 
environment created Inside a computer." By extension, 
a virtual sex world may be created between the covers 
of a book, or in a lover's own mind. Bright hints that all 
our sexual worlds are virtual, controlled, created in the 
hard-drives of fantasy and desire. "You bring yourself to 
orgasm," Bright assures us, "because your mind takes 
you there." 

Sometimes rough, as in "The Story of O Birthday Par¬ 
ty," sometimes disturbing, as in her analysis of her own 
rape fantasies, Bright's explorations of sexual reality are 
always provocative. This time around, she's more intel¬ 
lectually intense, more challenging than in her first 
Susie Sexpert book. In the chapter entitled "Rape 
Scenes," Bright dismisses the feminist idea that "we had 
been brainwashed by the patriarchy to eroticize our sub¬ 
ordination to men ... (that) we could overcome them ... 
by exposing our fantasies to feminist analysis and by in¬ 
creasing our self-esteem." In a twisty little first-person 
narrative combined with negative book reviews of Nan¬ 
cy Friday's My Secret Garden, Bright leads us to the 
conclusion that coming to orgasm about a rape scene is 
the conduit to power over rape. Some of us might find 
that hard to swallow, but anyone reading Bright's force¬ 
ful, intelligent analysis is compelled to take it seriously. 
Bright Is butch with a thesis; read Sexual Reality and 
see if you like it. — Vicky Greenbaum 


'50s Lesbians, '90s Sensibility 

A Flight of Angels 
by Sarah Aldridge; Naiad, $9.95 

Ah, the '50s — Mc- 
Carthyism, "I like Ike," 

Tricky Dick Nixon and 
the iron curtain closet — 
a period rife with cau¬ 
tionary tales for our cur¬ 
rent political horrors: 

Reaganism, Bush-Clin- 
ton-Perot, a nouveau 
tricky Dick (Hongisto) 
and the continuing 
threat to our limited po¬ 
litical gains. I can cer¬ 
tainly understand the ap¬ 
peal of the period as 
cautionary tale. A Flight 
of Angels, alas, uses 
the period for window 
dressing. The characters in this novel are firmly rooted 
in a '90s sensibility. 

Clemence is a clerical worker in the administration 
department of the National Gallery of Art. She got her 
job through political connections and works because 
she needs something with which to fill her time, not be¬ 
cause she needs to support herself. Enter Elissa, a staff 
member for a congressional committee. She and 
Clemence renew their college friendship and (this is Na¬ 
iad, after all) fall in love and discover their true lesbian 
identities. They make lesbian friends and seem to be 
ready to live lesbianly ever after. 

But, are they both equally brave about that identity? 
Are they equally committed to exploding their closet 
doors? Will the subplot concerning a medieval painting 
(referred to, by Clemence, as "A Flight of Angels") ever 
really have anything to do with the novel? Or, is the 
painting the plot and the weird machinations of the 
hope-to-be lesbian Clemence the subplot? In any case, 
neither is sufficiently developed to carry the novel. The 
writing is flat, the dialogue particularly leaden and the 
characters considerably less interesting than strangers 
in line at the DMV. This flight ought to have been can¬ 
celled at the gate. — Deborah Peifer

Woody Remembered

I t’s the music that wins 
us over in the Berkeley 
Rep’s sometimes studied 
but mostly engaging 
Woody Guthrie's American 
Song. Guthrie rose out of 
Okie poverty to national 
recognition as “America’s pre¬ 
miere folk poet.” Crossing 
the land, from the Oklahoma 
Dust Bowl to California’s mi¬ 
grant worker camps and back 
to . an identity-sapping Man¬ 
hattan, Guthrie listened to the 
people, turning their words 
and sentiments into song. It’s 
said he wrote over a thousand 
of them; Woody Guthrie's 
American Song mines the 
troubadour’s themes through 
its soulful presentation of 21 
Guthrie tunes. 

Although the real Woody 
might be a little surprised at 
the sophisticated arrange¬ 
ments and harmonies this 
production gives his songs, he 
would no doubt be pleased by 
the devotion to the spirit of 
his words and music, amply 
demonstrated in the winning 
performances of a quintet of 
singers and trio of musicians 
— virtuosos playing with joy 
banjo, mandolin, fiddle, bass 
and g^uitar. The first-person 
script comes from Guthrie’s 
own autobiographical writ¬ 
ings but is a bit too general to 
be very affecting. 

Despite the public televi¬ 
sion-style narration and the 
additional dullness in the first 


act of Robert Keefe’s charm¬ 
less impersonation of Guthrie, 
the songs achieve maximum 
potential. Charismatic Brian 
Gunter takes over as Woody 
in Act Two, and the heart 
that was missing blooms in 
full. 

The show’s greatest 
strengths come in its two dra¬ 
matic recreations of life in the 
’30s and ’40s: languishing in 
the evening heat on their 
front porch, an impoverished 
family of migrant pickers find 
in music the strength to go 
on; in a tavern in New York 
City, unemployed laborers 
are united in song. And what 
songs: “Bound for Glory,” 
“Dust Bowl Refugee,” “Ain’t 
Gonna Be Treated This 
Way,” the heartbreaking 
“End of My Line” and our 
unofficial national anthem, 
“This Land Is Your Land.” 

This handsome production 


fully reveals the memorable 
beauties of Woody Guthrie’s 
music and, in its quiet devo¬ 
tion, allows the songs to touch 
us anew. 

Roger Beard is the third 
man, a singer of authority. 
Lucinda Hitchcock Cone and 
Susan Emerson are talented 
singers and moving perform¬ 
ers. The minimal, imagina¬ 
tive plank-board set is by 
Philipp Jung^ Susan Snow¬ 
den’s costumes, Derek 
Duarte’s lighting and especial¬ 
ly sound by Stephen LeGrand 
are enjoyably evocative; and 
the easy, uncluttered direction 
by Peter Glazer provides 
archetypal visuals. ▼

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LA Triumphs in Softball Classic

In a star-spangled weekend 
at Moscone Field, Los Ange¬ 
les teams took home top hon¬ 
ors in two of the three divi¬ 
sions of the Fourth Annual 
Pendulum Softball Classic.

toward men increased at Pitt 
and left him frightened and 
torn by inner conflict. Foot¬ 
ball became an important sex¬ 
ual release. 

“In the locker room, I had 
these intense desires to have 
sex with my teammates. I 
looked at them sexually and 
was afraid they knew what I 
was thinking. Like mem, jocks 
aren’t supposed to have these 
feelings, right?” 

After graduating from Pitt 
in 1980, Gallagher tried out 
for the New York Jets. He 
lasted two weeks with the 
club. 

“That was a relief. I 
thought I could get away 
from my life finally, try some¬ 
thing new besides footbcill,” 
Gallagher recalled. But he 
never moved far away from 
“jockdom,” taking jobs as a 
bouncer and working for fur¬ 
niture moving companies. 

Gallagher tried to express 
himself through songwriting 
and poetry. He enrolled in a 
songwriting class in Manhat¬ 
tan and became profoundly 
influenced by the lyrics of 
John Lennon and the singer’s 
life. But instead of focusing 
on Lennon’s accomplish¬ 
ments, Gallagher obsessed 
about the musician’s murder, 
and the subject of death soon 
became a theme in his song¬ 
writing. 

In “The Mourning of That 
Evening,” Gallagher wrote, 
“He used to be a big star, but 
he slipped down under and 
didn’t do a thing but relive 
the past. The pressure from 
the people became too much 
to handle so he had enough of 
life to make the day his last.” 

Looking back, Gallagher 
said, “I was turned on by 
death. I was fighting so many 
feelings. I began thinking 
things like it would be better 
for me and everyone else if I 
died. So I tried to die.” 

Gallagher, now 35, still 
lives in Westchester County.

Gay Athlete Turns 
Tragedy Into Triumph 


Ex-jock Ed Gallagher's suicide attempt that left him in a 
wheelchair eventually led to his accepting himself as a gay 
man and his helping others in need.

L ate one night in 1985, 
6’6”, 240 lb. former 
New York Jet offen¬ 
sive tackle Ed Gal¬ 
lagher took the train from his 
Westchester County home to 
cruise in Greenwich Village. 
He was drunk before he left 
the house, “tanked up on 
wine.” Handsome, well-built 
and extroverted, Gallagher 
had no problem finding a 
man to have sex with him. At 
age 27, Gallagher had never 
had sex with a man even 
though he cdways had homo¬ 
sexual “fantasies.” 

The next morning Gal¬ 
lagher woke up in his own 
apartment, not remembering 
much about the night before 
but realizing he had had sex 
with a man. Even though he 
felt that he had enjoyed the 
sex, he felt filthy and experi¬ 
enced terrible shame at the 
realization that he was gay. 

“I was an all-American 
jock and jocks weren’t sup¬ 
posed to have sex with men,” 
Gallagher explained in a re¬ 
cent conversation. Compound¬ 
ing his anxiety was his feeling 
that he couldn’t tell anyone 
he had had sex with a man. 

For the next 12 days, he 
agonized over the episode. 
When the shame didn’t go 


away, Gallagher beat himself 
bloody with a baseball bat. 
Despondent and confused, 
Gallagher went to a local

hangout, the Kensico Dam in 
Valhalla, and lay on top, look¬ 
ing up in the sky at the 
clouds “rolling by.” He saw a 
“connection” and rolled off 
the top of the dam, falling 110 
feet onto concrete. 


Gallagher survived the fall 
but broke his neck. He spent 
five months in the County 
Medical Center in Valhalla 
and then six months in the 
Burke Rehabilitation Center 
in White Plains. During the 
months of tedious and painful 
treatments that followed, he 
learned that he was paralyzed 
from the waist down and that 
he would be confined to a 
wheelchair for the rest of his 
life. 

“I wcis told 28 people have 
jumped off Kensico, and I 
was the first to survive. So I 
guess I was meant to live,” 
Gallagher said. 

Confused Teenager 

Gallagher grew up in 
Westfchester County. “I was a 
confused teenager with every 
feeling in the book coming 


over me but with no outlet,” 
he remembered. 

He grabbed onto football 
as a way to create an image 
for himself and to take his 
mind off homosexual fan¬ 
tasies he didn’t know how to 
deal with. 

“I created my body as ar¬ 
mor against the world,” he 
said. 

In 1976, Gallagher went to 
the University of Pittsburgh 
on a full athletic scholarship. 

“At Pitt, I was a sports 
hero, and I played the part. I 
hit hard, I drove drunk, and I 
treated women like Kleenex. 

I was the ‘meat man.’ I was 
also confused. Who was I? 
How was I supposed to act? I ‘ 
felt immense pressure to live 
up to my nickname ‘Big 
Ed.’ ”

individuals or the era. The ex¬ 
traordinary amounts of coke 
Crispo snorted is duly cata¬ 
loged, but France does not 
pursue the logical connections 
between 10-day coke binges 
and Crispo’s behavior, his atti¬ 
tude, his sense of unreality. 

Similarly, all of the charac¬ 
ters’ childhoods are described 
but not mined for meaning. It 
is as though the main players 
of this drama — Crispo, Le- 
Geros apd Vesti — simply ap¬ 
peared, fully formed, and en¬ 
acted out this series of bizarre 
scenarios. And France has 
done little more than assemble 
the information; he Wcis not 
aided in his investigation by ei¬ 
ther Crispo or LeGeros, and so 
the book is like an unusually 
well-written collection of New 
York Post articles. I’m not 
expecting a Foucault-type anal¬ 
ysis in my true-crime books, 
but some point of view would 
be nice. 

Despite its flaws. Bag of 
Toys is a smooth read, docu¬ 
menting some of the wilder el¬ 
ements of a generally wild 
time. I wonder what Crispo’s 
reaction is; he served some 
time in jail for cheating on his 
taxes but was never convicted 
in the Vesti case or on a subse¬ 
quent assault charge. Crispo is 
riding high again in New York 
— not as high as he once was, 
perhaps, but he’s still on the 
guest lists. ▼

this sort of retroactive abor¬ 
tion as the “ultimate liberal 


pro-choice stance.’’ Hall spoke 
about the careful strategy/set¬ 
up for Medea to call upon the 
sympathy of the audience and 
the orchestrated momentum 
which includes killing the 
kids, plus the realization that 
should occur afterwards of 
what happened — a “She did 
what?’’ It’s a seduction into 
the comic frenzy of the action, 
ending with a twist. 

The move indoors has 
forced a change of focus and 
mood, while lending the work 
more texture. The four re¬ 
ferred to Takazauckas, who 
has been collaborating with 
them for two years, as their 
“spirit guide and referee.” 

Hall stressed the impor¬ 
tance of the choreography of 
comedy as well as the distinc¬ 
tion between having fun with 
the themes of the story and 
making fun of them. Dupell 
said that their intent is for the 
audience to have a “laugh of 
recognition” and underscored 
that their work is really about 
“the comedy of being human.” 
And, of course, they all also 
emphasized that Medea was 
“an affordable tragedy” and 
the “perfect al fresco enter¬ 
tainment indoors.” 

Later this year, the Bolog¬ 
nas plan to take their popular 
A Bologna Christmas to a 
downtown venue and look for¬ 
ward to taking The Bologna 
Medea to England and the 
Edinburgh Fringe festival 
next year. It will be interesting 
to see how it plays there after 
Diana Rigg’s much- 2 inticipated 
Medea in the West End this 
fall. ▼

He’s on full disability, in a 
subsidized housing project. 
He drives a specially 
equipped van. He teamed up 
with Hector del Valle, who is 
paralyzed as the result of a 
car accident he had while 
driving drunk, and formed 
Alive to Thrive, a self-help 
group that strives to dissuade 
teenagers from abusing drugs 
and alcohol. Gallagher also 
gives suicide prevention lec¬ 
tures. 

“When Hector and I talk at 
schools, our message isn’t sac¬ 
charine or preachy, but it is 
hopeful. It’s a story about 
emerging from despair and 
turning your life around. I tell 
people who are feeling hope¬ 
less that you can beat suicide 
— you can create a life you 
love.” 


Since 1987, Gallagher has 
produced and hosted a weekly 
cable interview show, Mr. 
Ed’s Corral, which focuses 
on suicide prevention, building 
self-esteem and sharing feel¬ 
ings. 

Gallagher’s book of song 
lyrics and essays. Will I Live 
Another Day Before I Die, 
was published in 1989. 

“I realized that I could 
write about how I feel and 
maybe help others,” Gallagher 
said. “I’ve come to grips with 
many things including my sex¬ 
uality.” 

The athlete now believes 
homosexuality is “nothing 
whatsoever to be ashamed of. 
... I have flings,” he said with a 
smile. 

Gallagher is still angry at 
the sports world, though: 
“The sports world still effec¬ 
tively keeps gay athletes in the 
closet. Look what I went 
through! I can tell you. I’d 
rather be happy in a 
wheelchair than closeted
